Tricks Won't Protect Springs 

Dear Editor, 

Thank you for the cogent coverage of the 
proposed AMD move into the Barton Springs 
Watershed [“Point Austin,” News, Dec. 30]. 
While the Statesman refuses to tell the real 
story, you have made clear that all of AMD’s 
on-site greenbuilding tricks will do nothing to 
protect Barton Springs from the collateral dam- 
age of secondary development. 

While getting the secondary-effects prob- 
lem right, you suggested there is no ques- 
tion as to the greenness of AMD’s on-site 
plans. This is not correct. Locating a major 
employer over the state’s most vulnerable 
aquifer can never be “sustainable” or “pres- 
ervation-oriented.” In claiming “grandfather” 
status, AMD insists on building 40% more 
impervious cover than allowed under the 
voter-approved SOS ordinance. The weaker 
standards from the mid-1980s would also 
allow much greater “cut and fill,” aka bulldozing, 
of natural contours. 

On another point, our criticism of Mayor 
Wynn has nothing to do with seeking out vil- 
lains. You write that “Wynn insists that he 
and city staff did everything they could” to 
convince AMD to locate elsewhere. But what 
Wynn actually did was keep AMD’s planned 
move secret from the community for more than 
four months. Then, when it was made public, 
Wynn kept his gag firmly in place, insisting 
that speaking out publicly would be symbolic 
and pointless. 

The silence of Wynn and the rest of the 
council is aiding and abetting AMD’s move, the 
demise of Barton Springs, and the betrayal of 
two-thirds of Austin voters who told our city lead- 
ers to save our springs.

Aquifer Horse Has Left Barn

Recent Chronicle issues (“Back to the 
Trenches,” News, Dec. 16; “Saying ‘No’ to 
AMD,” and “AMD Sets Its Site on Lantana,”

News, Dec. 23; and “Blame It on Grandpa,” 
News, Dec. 30) seem to predict the imminent 
demise of the Edwards Aquifer should AMD 
proceed. Examination of satellite imagery and 
geologic maps shows that most of the land in 
the local Edwards Aquifer direct recharge zone 
has already been extensively developed. This 
includes the south MoPac corridor, Barton Hills 
neighborhood, Barton Creek Mall, Travis Country 
subdivisions, the huge malls in Sunset Valley, 
and the sprawling residential subdivisions south 
of 290. All of these lie directly atop the Edwards 
Aquifer, which regionally flows northward to 
Barton Springs. The Edwards Aquifer contribut- 
ing zone is similarly developed, particularly along 
highways 290 and 71. Assuming these existing 
high-density developments have not already 
ruined the aquifer and Barton Springs, I doubt 
that development of the AMD tract (especially as 
proposed) and the few remaining parcels in the 
vicinity will have significant additional impact. 
Dye-tracer studies have shown that surface 
runoff from Lantana will likely re-emerge at Cold 
Springs on Town Lake, thereby bypassing Barton 
Springs entirely. Hence, notional arguments 
of ruinous follow-on secondary development 
and pollution appear to be specious. Further, 
Freescale Semiconductor’s large (1.5 million- 
square-foot) headquarters with 2,700 employ- 
ees directly adjacent to the Lantana tract would 
seem to set a precedent for such development. 
In short, the proverbial horse has already long 
left the barn in terms of discouraging develop- 
ment directly on the aquifer and in the contrib- 
uting zone. It seems that an opportunity has 
presented itself to use the AMD approach to 
create a model, an expected standard, perhaps 
even a mandated requirement, for future sus- 
tainable developments.

Apartments Near UT Needed

rented out to too many students strike home 
for a lot of us [“Are Partiers Dimming the 37th 
Street Lights?,” News, Dec. 30]. I live in her 
neighborhood, next to a duplex full of under- 
grads who are occasionally a problem despite a 
landlord who’s more responsible than most. 

But let’s be clear: Most college kids don’t 
particularly want to live in a house. It’s more 
work than an apartment, you don’t get a pool or 
an entertainment room, you have more worries 
about parking and roommates, etc. 

So why are so many UT students living in 
rental houses, compared to cities with other 
large colleges (such as Penn State)? Well, for 
one, UT doesn’t have many dorms. Not much 
we can do about that out here in the community. 
But there’s another contributing factor here: This 
area doesn’t have anywhere near enough near- 
campus apartments to satisfy demand. Some 
students would doubtlessly still live in rental 
houses, but a large majority would switch back 
to apartments, as they do at other big universi- 
ties. It’s ludicrous that there’s so much low- 
density development (single-story even) along 
Guadalupe close to campus. 

Living off Far West or Riverside (in low-density 
apartment sprawl) is a poor substitute to being 


able to walk (or ride your bike) to class - a slow, 
stuck-in-traffic shuttle bus isn’t going to win the 
battle against close-in rental houses. So it’s 
clear we need more near-campus high-density 
apartment development - and the recent rezon- 
ing of West Campus is a good start, but not 
nearly enough. The problem today, though, is 
that we’re still dealing with the effects of the 
last 20-30 years of ill-advised obstruction tactics 
by near-campus neighborhoods to any and all 
apartment development. Villas on Guadalupe, 
anyone? 

Unfortunately, this lack of near-campus high- 
density apartment housing was, in fact, created 
by neighbors like Maxwell through their irrespon- 
sible opposition to essential projects like the 
Villas. Too bad that people like me (living a few 
blocks from those 37th lights) have to suffer the 
consequences with her.

NAKED CITY 


With the new year, Capital Metro’s largest contractor implemented 
most aspects of its final offer for the 850 members of Amalgamated 
Transit Union 1091 - but no contract. “StarTran was open to either a 
two- or three-year contract before negotiations reached an impasse,” 
said Capital Metro spokeswoman Andrea Lofye. Legally, the declaration 
of impasse allowed StarTran to implement the changes, most controver- 
sially a new wage-progression scale for new hires: New employees for- 
merly started at 75% of the top wage, ultimately reaching that amount 
($18.56) at the end of four years. The new scale starts new hires at 
60%, and adds a year to the progression; left untouched were two major 
items: employee raises and health care. While leaving the union with 
less heartburn than earlier proposals, the changes don’t agree with 
1091 President Jay Wyatt, who circulated a memo to employees 
describing the “dramatic effect” he feels the changes will have. He said 
1091 is considering the possibility of a strike. - Wells Dunbar 

We can look for plenty of political raw sewage in the New Year, in the 
wake of Bill Moriarty’s Dec. 28 lawsuit against City Manager Toby 
Futrell, Council Member Brewster McCracken, and Assistant City 
Manager Joe Canales. For four years, Moriarty had managed the city’s 
Clean Water Program for subcontractor Earth Tech, as part of a long- 
term project to fix the city’s beleaguered sewer system. Moriarty was 
forced to resign after accusations of a conflict-of-interest involving his 
girlfriend Diane Hyatt, another subcontractor on the CWP Moriarty has 
denied all the allegations, and his lawsuit charges the named city offi- 
cials with an unjustifiable termination as well as damaging his reputa- 
tion and ability to find new employment. Moreover, Moriarty claims at 
length that the city has been willfully neglecting necessary sewer repairs 
and hiding sewage spills from the state and the Environmental 
Protection Agency, and that his dismissal was retaliation on behalf of 
other city contractors. Although the holidays have delayed detailed 
responses, city officials have dismissed Moriarty’s charges as baseless.

Just before Christmas, Rep. Lloyd Doggett announced that he has 
secured just over $2 million in grant funding to benefit Austin’s home- 
less as they move toward stable housing and self-sufficiency. The 
money will flow to Travis Co. organizations through the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Development; groups receiving funding include 
Youth and Family Alliance Inc., Life Works, Travis Co. Domestic Violence 
& Sexual Assault Survival Center, SafePlace, Push-Up Foundations Inc., 
Women and Children’s Supportive Housing Program, the Housing 
Authority of the City of Austin, and Shelter Plus Care. “These programs 
provide a critical safety net for the community,” Doggett said. - D.M. 

Austin Democratic state Rep. Mark Strama has filed for re-election to 
the House District 50 seat in northeastern Travis Co. Strama won the 
post in 2004, ousting GOP incumbent Jack Stick. He credited his victory 
in the costly race to the previous Legislature’s school finance failures, 
steep cuts to social services, and the congressional redistricting contro- 
versy. “My first year in the Legislature has left me with a stronger desire 
than ever to be a force for change in Texas politics,” said Strama. He 
will run unopposed in the Democratic primary in March. In November, 
he’ll face one of three Republicans: software engineer Don Zimmerman, 
businessman Jeff Fleece, and retiree Mary Wheeler. Libertarian Jerry 
Chandler is also seeking the District 50 seat. - Amy Smith 

In other Democratic primary news, Andy Brown filed Monday to run for 
the House District 48 seat, making good on his vow to continue cam- 
paigning despite being ineligible for the district’s Jan. 17 special elec- 
tion to replace Republican Todd Baxter. A federal judge ruled last month 
that Brown did not meet the residency requirements for the special; 
however, he will be eligible by the March primaries. - A.S. 

Attorney Eric Shepperd has announced his Democratic candidacy for 
Travis Co. Court at Law No. 2 seat. Shepperd is director of litigation for 
the Travis Co. Attorney’s Office, representing the county and its elected 
officials in state and federal courts. The UT law school grad formerly 
served in the state attorney general’s office. He’s running to replace out- 
going Judge Orlinda Naranjo, who’s seeking a district court seat. - A.S.

Tom DeLay and a host of other Republican (and a few Democratic) mem- 
bers of Congress have reason to be nervous this week, as lawyers for 
Super-Lobbyist (and DeLay confidant) Jack Abramoff announced their 
client’s plea bargain with federal prosecutors to lighten Abramoff’s even- 
tual sentence on corruption charges in return for information about his 
political and financial associates - including DeLay and numerous other 
D.C. players. 


The owners of 310 W. 37th, the main attraction house in the block’s 
Christmas light extravaganza, have announced that they are selling their 
home and moving away. Jamie Lipman, a co-founder of the electrified 
yuletide display, said he and his wife are tired of the noise and traffic 
that has become commonplace on the street year-round. Lipman has 
lived in the house for 16 years and on the street for nearly 30. He 
remembers a large number of renters when he moved to 37th as a rent- 
er himself, but as other homeowners stated in a “Naked City” report 
last week, Lipman says noisy college renters have made the street too 
rowdy, and that a place in the country could be a better place to raise 
their 4-year-old daughter. He emphasized that the lights had nothing to 
do with their decision. “We are going to try to screen potential buyers to 
find someone more than willing to carry on the tradition,” Lipman said. 

It is doubtful, however, that his Clark Griswold-like legacy, complete with 
a front and backyard walking tour of lights, will be carried on with quite 
the same excessive, mesmerizing zeal. - Daniel Mottola

2) Smoke Gets in Your Politics: After a bitter rhetorical cam- 
paign (some of it fought in these pages), the forces of Clean Air 
Everywhere triumphed, as in May Austin voters narrowly 
approved a stricter anti-smoking ordinance that (beginning 
Sept. 1) effectively banned smoking in virtually all public ven- 
ues, including some pool parlors and downtown music venues 
whose owners say they can’t survive smoke-free. The legal battle 
continues, and the jury is out on the ultimate effects - with 
anti-tobacco activists Onward Austin facing off against smokers’ 
rightists Keep Austin Free in a continuing public relations war. 
By this time next year, we may know how the social experiment 
turned out . . . 


3) AMD Aims for Lantana: The latest front in the 30-year 
struggle to protect the Edwards Aquifer and Barton Springs is 
known as the Lantana tract, at the intersection of the Southwest 
Parkway and West William Cannon. Advanced Micro Devices is 
determined to relocate there, and an environmental coalition 
led by Save Our Springs Alliance is equally determined to hold 
the line. Recently, AMD bought the land outright, and hired a 
huge crew of greenbuilders. And they have the support of Oak 
Hill neighborhood associations yearning for suburban develop- 
ment . . . the next six months may tell the tale. 


4) Hurricane Haven: Austin 
didn’t get hit directly by hur- 
ricanes Katrina and Rita but 
became an instant shelter 
against the storm, with a 
remarkable outpouring of 
both private and public sup- 
port for the evacuees from 
New Orleans and the whole 
Gulf Coast. The story is far 
from concluded - smaller 
disasters and desperations 
linger for many of the folks 
torn from their homes - but

5) Quality Time: While a few boorish cops generated the 
Midtown Live! headlines, the city was simultaneously trying to 
get a handle on the constricting possibilities of cultural and 
economic life for local African-Americans, for whom the burn- 
ing night club was only too obvious a symbol. The year’s result 
was focus groups, public forums, council hearings, and the 
beginnings of a plan to redress grievances and rebuild the social 
network, under the rubric “Quality of Life.” The plan is to 
address everything from unequal law enforcement to inade- 
quate health care networks to insufficient cultural relations - 
keep your ears open and your fingers crossed. 

6) How Dense Are You?: “Urban density” was the planning 
buzzword of the year, as Downtown development swirled about 
the new Second Street District (Seaholm, Block 21, and a host 
of finger-food, futon, and fashion boutiques). “Transit-Oriented 
Development” became an official areawide project (with afford- 
able housing tagging uncertainly along for the ride). And new 
“Design Standards” were aimed at taming the big boxes and the 
asphalt oceans, giving way to pedestrian-friendly architecture 

£ and higher residential rises (and zoning fights). “Sprawl” is out, 
“Dense” is in, so get in on the ground floor - the penthouse will 

3 be way too expensive. 

| 7) How Green Is Our Council?: It’s too soon to be certain, 
but the signs point toward drought. In May’s changeover, long- 
time enviro and neighborhood stalwarts Daryl Slusher and 
Jackie Goodman stepped down (term limits), replaced by cau- 


tiously progressive Lee Leffingwell and the still-unpredictable 
Jennifer Kim - when the question might have been, “What 
would Margot [Clarke] do?” With re-elected Betty Dunkerley 
steering a predictably institutional course, Mayor Will Wynn 
and Brewster McCracken vying for Downtown’s Most Favorite, 
and new Mayor Pro Tern Danny Thomas seldom making waves, 
expect a whole lot more of “stay the course” in the New Year - 
at least until this May’s council election. 


8) Three Giants Pass: If there’s any truth in the saying that 
bad news comes in threes, 2005 confirmed it on the East Side, 
as local civil rights pioneers Dorothy Turner (April 6, age 69), 
Volma Overton (Oct. 31, age 81), and Hazel Falke-Obey (Dec. 
30, age 62) all passed over this year. Turner was a firebrand who 
sometimes fought with more passion than direction, but 
inspired a younger generation to keep on keeping on. Overton 
was a steady rock of courage from his first days back from World 
War II, leading the local NAACP during its most dangerous 
struggles against segregation. Falke-Obey was a quiet leader of 
the post-integration generation, working inside and out of the 
political system to redress injustice, until the untimely day of 
her passing last week. May they rest by the waters of justice. 


9) The Winds (and Sun) of Change: This might have been the 
year that “Renewable Energy” came into its own, except that 
we’ve been saying that for nearly a decade now. Nonetheless, 
Austin Energy is now bragging that it’s the largest municipal 
source of renewable energy in the nation, no small thanks to 
Solar Austin, the enviro coalition that has kept AE’s and the 
city’s feet to the solar fire. The latest goal is to be the first city 
in the nation to make renewable sources 50% of energy usage 
- which will be more doable if AE’s energy pro- 
gram can find enough sources (e.g., wind) to do 
the job. The effort could use a boost from the 
Lege - lot of wind there, but not much energy.

Austin Police SWAT officers on Jan. 1 shot and killed 43-year-old Fidel 
Gomez Macedo, who had shot and kidnapped his ex-girlfriend and was 
holding her hostage inside his South Austin home. APD snipers Jessie 
Carrillo and Jeff Dwyer each fired a single shot at Macedo inside his home 
at 8008 Wynne Ln. on Sunday morning after witnessing Macedo beating Ana 
Reyes with a gun inside the house. According to the department, the inci- 
dent began shortly before 7am, when police responded to a call about a 
shooting in the Dove Springs neighborhood. Witnesses told police that 
Macedo had fired a gun several times at a house on Lark Creek Drive and 
that a woman had been shot. Macedo kidnapped the woman and drove to 
his home. Police found him outside the house, but he refused to surrender, 
fired a shot into the air, and went inside. Hostage negotiators tried to talk 
with Macedo, who then threatened to kill himself and the woman. Police say 
Carrillo and Dwyer fired only after seeing Macedo beating the woman with 
his gun. Macedo, struck once in the chest and once in the back, died at 
Brackenridge Hospital. The woman was also taken to the hospital, and 
treated for injuries. Carrillo and Dwyer have been placed on restricted duty 
pending the outcome of an investigation into the incident. - Jordan Smith 

Texas Campaign for the Environment called foul play on Dec. 25 when it 
learned that James McQuaid, a recent appointee to the Texas Commission 
on Environmental Quality’s Municipal Solid Waste and Resource Recovery 
Advisory Council, which advises the TCEQ on trash and recycling issues, was 
married to the municipal marketing manager for Trinity Waste, a North Texas 
trash handler. TCE Director Robin Schneider said, “this conflict of interest 
stinks as much as many of our state’s landfills. The position is extremely 
critical because the state is in the closing stretch of revising key standards 
for trash facilities.” McQuaid resigned less than a week later. TCEQ spokes- 
woman Lisa Wheeler said McQuaid’s application was approved by agency 
staff and that he “appeared to be qualified.” She said the TCEQ will evaluate 
how they’ll ask about potential conflicts of interest in the future. - D.M. 

A caravan of bicycle nomad activists will soon depart Austin on its fifth annu- 
al Winter Migration to Mexico, and everyone is invited to join in. The bike 
nomads precede a shipment of salvaged and refurbished bicycles to poor 
Kickapoo and Black Seminole Native-American schoolchildren, organized by 

Bikes Across Borders and Cycles of Nonviolence, which operate out of 
Southeast Austin’s Rhizome Collective center for urban sustainability. Rider 
David Santos described the migration as the synthesis of creativity, athleti- 
cism, sustainability, and activism - with the goal of establishing a global net- 


work of peace houses (like the one in Crawford) and eco-villages (similar to 
the Rhizome Collective) that have community kitchens and bike shops, able 
to support widespread bicycle travel and each within a day’s ride. The 
nomads are tentatively set to depart Jan. 5, when a writer from Harper’s 
Magazine is set to arrive to ride in this year’s migration. For more info, con- 
tact santosl37@yahoo.com or flash@earthling.net.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Former state legislator-turned-lobbyist Arlene Wohlgemuth has joined the 
Texas Public Policy Foundation to help the conservative think tank draw up 
policy recommendations for reforming (i.e. dismantling) the Medicaid sys- 
tem. In announcing its new part-time hire, TPPF praised Wohlgemuth’s role in 
overhauling (again, dismantling) the state’s health and human services pro- 
grams in 2003. The massive restructuring worked in tandem with the GOP 
Legislature’s efforts to fix a $10 billion budget shortfall on the backs of poor 
people. Wohlgemuth’s leadership on that front, as chair of the House Health 
and Human Services Committee, is said to have contributed to her bruising 
loss in her 2004 attempt to unseat Democratic U.S. Rep. Chet Edwards, a 
target of Tom DeLay’s redistricting scheme. Looking toward the new year, 
however, Wohlgemuth says she is pleased to be a part of TPPF’s efforts “to 
bring dignity and fiscal accountability to the Medicaid system.” - A.S. 

The Wimberley Valley Watershed Association has bought the Jacobs Well 
Natural Area, a 50-acre tract surrounding a spring that bubbles forth from 
what is believed to be the longest underwater cave in Texas. It also feeds 
Cypress Creek, the Blue Hole swimming area, and the Blanco River. The 
WVWA bought the area, previously held by various private landowners, through 
a $2 million loan, and they’re looking for contributions to cover repayment 
and management.

On Dec. 20, the governors of seven Northeast states signed the Regional 
Greenhouse Gas Initiative, an agreement to stabilize carbon dioxide 
emissions from the region’s power plants at current levels from 2009 to the 
start of 2015, and reduce emissions by 10% by 2019. The program utilizes 
a cap-and-trade program that sets an emissions cap, but allows companies 
to trade emissions permits or allowances, to equal the total emissions cap 
for the region. While addressing climate change, the RGGI hopes to increase 
energy efficiency investments and stimulate emerging clean energy technology 
markets.

STRAYHORN LEAVES GOP PRIMARY AND GOES INDIE 

With her political campaign on the ropes, state Comptroller Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn launched a Hail Mary pass Monday, declaring herself an indepen- 
dent candidate for the governor’s seat. 

While not altogether surprising - rumors of an identity switch had circulated 
for a couple of weeks - Strayhorn’s decision to sit out the GOP race against 
bitter rival Gov. Rick Perry drew a mixture of scorn and praise - and no short- 
age of jokes. But the former Democrat-turned-Republican insists she’s still a 
party faithful, even as she travels a different path in pursuit of the state’s top 
job. “I am a Republican,” she said in prepared remarks Monday. “But I know 
we must set partisan politics aside and do what’s right for Texas. It’s time to 
shake Austin up.” 

Strayhorn has her work cut out for her. Like indie candidate Kinky Friedman, 
the comptroller will have just 60 days after the March 7 primary to collect 
45,450 signatures from registered voters to qualify for the November ballot. 
The trick is that the signatures must belong to people who didn’t vote in either 
Republican or Democratic primary elections. 

One thing that Strayhorn likely won’t stray from is her verbal assaults on 
Perry. The former Austin mayor blamed Perry for perpetuating a climate of divi- 
siveness that inhibits lawmakers’ ability to pass a school-finance bill. “Under 
Rick Perry, it is us against them,” she said. “Republicans against Democrats. 
Democrats against Republicans. Even Republican against Republican.” 

Strayhorn’s announcement was preceded by the crackle of talk-show chatter, 
not all of it flattering. Last Friday, KVET’s Sammy Allred and Bob Cole laid 
out in advance the comptroller’s plans to go indie, all the while lamenting the 
downward spiral her campaign took shortly after its kickoff last summer. “She 
was such our favorite ... until she went nuts like this,” Cole said with a sigh. 
“She’s a mean old grandma!” Allred offered, playing off the comptroller’s “One 
Tough Grandma” moniker to carp on Strayhorn’s anti-Perry rhetoric. “She really 
alienated a lot of people.” 

Likewise, Perry’s campaign has missed no opportunity to lambaste Strayhorn. 
Responding to her announcement Monday, campaign spokesman Robert Black 
said: “Today’s action is the type of transparent political opportunism that 
insults the intelligence of Texas voters and is destined for rejection and fail- 
ure, just as it was the first time she tried it.” 

Nevertheless, Strayhorn, a former school teacher, won applause Monday 
from the Texas Federation of Teachers, a 51,000-member group critical of 
the Lege’s ineptness on school finance. Strayhorn’s new independent status, 
said TFT head Linda Bridges, “improves the prospects for a productive debate 
on real solutions to the state’s failure to fund public education so that all chil- 
dren have a fair chance to succeed.” - Amy Smith 


APD OFFICERS CHARGED WITH BEATING, 
TASERING HANDCUFFED MAN 

A Travis Co. grand jury on Dec. 30 indicted two current 
Austin police officers and one former officer on charges of 
official oppression in connection with their alleged “mis- 
treatment” of a handcuffed man. According to the depart- 
ment, six-year veteran Officer Christopher Gray, rookie 
Officer Joel Follmer, and former Officer William Heilman, 
who resigned from APD last month, got into a struggle with 
25-year-old Ramon Hernandez on Sept. 21, after Hernandez 
left the scene of a rear-end car accident. Heilman caught 
Hernandez a few blocks away and Hernandez allegedly resist- 
ed, causing Heilman to strike him with his Taser. Hernandez 
was still uncooperative, the officers’ story goes, and when 
officers Gray and Follmer arrived it appeared to them that 
Hernandez was trying to take Heilman’s gun, prompting a 
“struggle” among Hernandez and the three cops. The officers 
were eventually able to get Hernandez into custody, and 
charged him with assault of a police officer and attempting to 
take a weapon from an officer, both felonies, and for failing to 
stop and render aid, and evading arrest, both misdemeanors. 

However, according to APD, a “standard review” of the inci- 
dent by supervisors suggested that the officers “may have 
violated policy,” including using force on a handcuffed sus- 
pect. Indeed, the officers reportedly punched Hernandez 
repeatedly on his legs and back, and used a Taser on him 
after he was handcuffed and lying face down - both violations 
of department policy on the use of force. After three weeks of 
testimony, a grand jury agreed and indicted the three officers 
for official oppression, a class A misdemeanor punishable by 
up to one year in jail and/or a $4,000 fine. Additionally, the 
grand jury failed to return indictments against Hernandez on 
both of the felony charges the officers had filed against him. 
Gray and Follmer have been suspended without pay; Heilman, 
who shot 43-year-old Ernest Roberts in the face on Oct. 31, 
during an altercation inside a North Central Austin duplex, 
resigned on Dec. 2. “I’m very disappointed we would have a 
situation like this happen,” Assistant Police Chief Robert 
Dahlstrom told the Statesman last week. “I’m sad for the 
officers, sad for the department, and sad for the victim.”

9) Adios, Gonzalo: After 30 years of legislative 
service, Austin state Sen. Gonzalo Barrientos 
announced his retirement, effective at the end 
of the current term (which means he’ll fight at 
least one more battle over public school 
finance). Barrientos has been a groundbreaker 
in Mexican-American politics, and he battled 
for the schools, the teachers, state employees, 
and for environmental protection in Central 
Texas. He was among the leaders of the Senate’s 
re-redistricting fight against Tom DeLay, fleeing 
with his colleagues to New Mexico. That battle 
is not quite finished, and whatever he does for 
an encore, the People’s Senator will be in the 
thick of the next campaign. 

10) Todd Turns Tail: The abrupt resignation 
of state Rep. Todd Baxter, R-Austin, confirmed 
what Democrats had been saying for the past 
year - that the sophomore’s limp voting record 
(especially on education), his contribution ties 
to Tom DeLay, and the swing demographics of 
District 48 combined to make an ’06 Dem 
recapture of the seat a real possibility. 
Determined to derail that ambition, Republican 
Party chiefs booted the vulnerable Baxter (soft- 
ly, into the telecom lobby) and tapped million- 
aire candidate Ben Bentzin in his stead. The 
governor called a quick special election to fill 
the seat - presumably to throw Democrats into 
a circular firing squad, to give Bentzin the edge 
in the Jan. 17 special, and thereby grant him 
incumbency for either the March primaries or 
the November general.

1) Tomstown, Act II: Back by popular demand, 
U.S. Rep. Tom DeLay crowns this category’s 
Top 10 billing for the second consecutive year. 
This time around, he’s a fallen ex-U.S. House 
majority leader facing a felony money-launder- 
ing charge - delivered by arch-nemesis Travis 
Co. District Attorney Ronnie Earle - for DeLay ’s 
role in the 2002 corporate fundraising scandal. 
In a subplot, a civil trial judge ruled that 
DeLay’s fundraising creature - Texans for a 
Republican Majority - broke the law in its 
quest to elect a GOP-controlled Legislature. For 
all his swagger, the recent decisions on prelimi- 
nary motions don’t bode well for DeLay’s game 
plan for a speedy trial and joyful return to his 
leadership post. 

2) School Finance Follies: After one regular 
and two special sessions - the latter withering 
into adjournment with barely a notice - the 
Legislature has yet to come up with a new 
finance system that will fund the public schools 
adequately and efficiently (that is, constitution- 
ally). The effort was probably doomed at the 
outset, when Gov. Perry declared his own prior- 
ity to be reducing property taxes - without a 
hint of where else to find school funding. Late 
last year, a devastating district court decision by 
Austin Judge John Dietz put the state leaders 
on the defensive, but this November (after 
much delay) the U.S. Supreme Court bailed 
them out again - ruling that while school fund- 
ing is barely adequate, the de facto state prop- 
erty tax will have to go. See you at this spring’s 
not-so-special session (or two, or three). 

3) What the Winds Delivered: When Katrina 
struck Louisiana, the Lone Star State respond- 
ed with remarkable generosity and poise, 
accepting several hundred-thousand evacuees 
with an efficiency that hardly seemed possi- 
ble, and even Gov. Perry showed an unex- 


pected resourcefulness under 
pressure - it helped, of course, 
that when he calls D.C., the White 
House actually answers. The Rita 
story was less costly, but more com- 
plex and unanticipated - the high- 
ways out of Houston became a 
futuristic gridlock right out of a 
Godard disaster film. The human 
and political aftershocks of both 
storms are not yet entirely visible - 
and certain to keep sounding along 
the whole Southern Crescent. 

4) Marriage Saved!: Texans gave 
the institution of wedge issues - that 
is, heterosexual marriage - an over- 
whelming thumbs-up with 76% of 
the vote, while Travis County voters 
- God bless ’em - just said no to 


that nonsense. Since the November 
election, we’ve hardly heard a peep 
about the horrors of homosexual 
coupling - yet. With the ban on 
same-sex marriages now engraved in 
the Texas Bill of Rights (ironic, eh?), 
we can expect Gov. Rick Perry - head cheer- 
leader for the Prop. 2 campaign - to keep 
milkin’ this politically useful exercise in gay- 
bashing through November. 

5) GOP Cage Match - Rick vs. Carole: 

When Comptroller Carole Keeton Strayhom 
kicked off her gubernatorial campaign under a 
blazing sun last August, we settled in for a 
good wrassle between One Tough Grandma 
and the man she calls the Drugstore Cowboy 
- otherwise known as Gov. Rick Perry. But then 
Hurricane Katrina struck (see above), and 
Perry rose to the occasion by flinging open 
Texas’ doors to our Louisiana neighbors in 
need. That demonstration of compassion and 


leadership effectively took the wind out of 
Strayhom’s sails - and her campaign has floun- 
dered ever since. On Monday, Strayhorn 
announced she would instead run as an inde- 
pendent, setting the stage for a free-for-all last- 
ing until November. 

6) Here Comes the Guv!: Texans demoralized 
at the prospect of Rick vs. Carole vs. a horde of 
Democratic wannabes have been energized by 
the prospect of candidate Richard “Kinky” 
Friedman, riding into town on a cigar and a 
bag full of hoary one-liners, under the cam- 
paign slogan “How hard could it be?” If he can 
get on the ballot - a big “if” in a state with 
such restrictive ballot laws - he could be sur- 
prising. He’s campaigning hard, getting plenty 
of state and national ink, and early polling has 
him in striking distance of the traditional pols 
- on whom he’s hoping to pull a Jesse Ventura- 
style upset. 

7) Answer the Question, Dubya!: If Harriet 
Beecher Stowe was (according to Abe Lincoln) 
the little lady who started a big war, perhaps 
Cindy Sheehan will be the heroic mother who 
ends the latest one. Until Sheehan camped out 
at President Bush’s Crawford ranch (and passed 
through Austin on her way to D.C.), a mass 
public anti-war movement seemed just out of 
reach. When she stood her ground, defying 
both hawkish Republicans and waffling 
Democrats, the balance of popular opinion 
shifted, and has since become an avalanche. 
Now the pols are scrambling to stake out “prag- 
matic” positions, and the popular pressure to 
bring the troops home builds. Go Cindy Go! 

8) Vouchers Vanquished: The night they 
drove old cronyism down was one of the 
Lege’s finest hours. In a rare display of biparti- 
sanship, House Republicans broke ranks to kill 
a private school voucher proposal that threat- 
ened to siphon millions of dollars from public 
schools. Such boldness was especially inspir-

White House Press Whores?: Top 10 media stories 


1) White House Press Relations, Take 1: Paying off commen- 
tators. Issuing a White House press credential to a former gay 
escort working for a Texas-based Web site subtly titled GOPUSA. 
All in all, it was a lousy year for the White House’s attempt to 
manipulate the press. But it didn’t get any worse than press 
secretary and former Austinite Scott McClellan trying to defend 
his Ron Ziegler-esque assurance that absolutely, positively no 
White House staffer had anything to do with telling the press 
that Valerie Plame, wife of former ambassador and White House 
critic Joe Wilson, was a CIA agent. 

2) White House Press Relations, Take 2: Turns out the White 
House, which just hates the damn freedom-hating pinko press, 
loves to slip reporters hot dirt - maybe even classified info - 
when it suits them. Who knew? And, oops, its looks like the 
vice-president’s chief of staff may have lied like a bad dog when 
federal prosecutors asked him about Plame. And then it turns 
out that those loose cannons at The New York Times had agreed 
for more than a year not to print news that the president may 
have illegally authorized domestic spying. Damn that media. 

3) But Liberals Ain’t Funny: Air America is proving that lib- 
eral radio can spit back at Rush and his gang of radio bullies. 
Border Media Partners brought the format to Austin’s KOKE-AM 
(1600) in March to general cheer (and mediocre ratings). If only 
A1 Franken could pull eight-hour shifts. 

4) Mariah Carey Fans Are, Like, So Happy: Here’s some- 
thing you don’t see every day in the radio biz: Infinity 
Broadcasting (now CBS Radio) dropped the Beat, one of the 
most popular formats in town, to make room for Howard Stem. 
Then Stem announced he was jumping to satellite radio. With 
a loud “D’oh!” the station returned the Beat format to KXBT-FM 
(104.3) in January, re-engaging the one-on-one slap-down for 
hip-hop fans with Emmis Broadcasting’s Hot 93.3. 


5) Somebody Is Leaking All Over Us: The city hired a “fact- 
finder” at $250 an hour to investigate who leaked a recom- 
mendation from the citizens’ police review board to a reporter 
from the Austin American-Statesman. Less mysterious was why 
the notoriously pro-developer Statesman ran a massive page- 
one press-release-style spread on the planned AMD Lantana 
development, after the company apparently “leaked” the plans 
to the paper. 

6) Can You Spell Journalist? Community-access televi- 
sion producers were irate when city staff denied them 
press credentials to a Ku Klux Klan rally, declaring that 
they were not real journalists. Beyond prompting a lawsuit, £ 
the gaffe served to remind at least a few observers that in g 
the age of the Internet, blogging, and cheap cameras, 
everyone is a journalist. 

7) Like, Reality, Y’Know?: MTV’s The Real World showed 
Austin as a great place to get drooling drunk. Highlights for 
the national TV audience included three arrests and a vicious 
Sixth Street brawl that left one cast member requiring recon- 
structive facial surgery. Meanwhile ABC decided not to air a 
glimpse at life in Circle C after concerns that the show may 
have shown a wee bit too much of the reality of racism and 
anti-gay discrimination. 

8) But We Can’t Understand a Word They’re Saying: The 

eclectic hits format dubbed “Bob” was a ratings gorilla, and the 
rock radio competition lost “World Class Rock,” Channel 102.3, 
dumped by Clear Channel in favor of a contemporary Christian 
format. But the big news in local radio was the emergence of the 
morning show El Chulo y la Bola on Spanish-language KHHL- 
FM (98.9), known as “La Ley.” The show registered at No. 1 
among listeners 18-34 years old, hinting at the true size of the 
Spanish-language audience in Austin. 



9) He’s Got Great Hair: Smooth-reading anchorman Ron 
Oliveira jumped from KVUE-TV to crosstown rival KEYE, the low- 
rated CBS affiliate. When he hits the air this spring (a noncompete 
clause in his old contract kept him on the bench for a year) he’ll 
team with former partner Judy Maggio, creating a superstar tan- 
dem sure to ratchet up the local TV news competition. 

10) No More of This Shit: Austin American-Statesman editors 
roused from their slumber to smite a Doonesbury cartoon that 
included the phrase “turd blossom,” the president’s wacky pet 
name for puppet-master Karl Rove. One of only a handful of 
papers around the country to pull the strip, the paper sent a 
clear message about its efforts to preserve the city’s moral fiber, 
as well as about its own hazy standards. Confronted with evi- 
dence that he had used the term “poop” several times in recent 
weeks, Statesman columnist John Kelso replied, “I guess my 
column is completely full of shit lately. ” 


Top 10 City 
Council Moments 

1) Jennifer Gale and Pat Johnson: Meet the 
good-cop/bad-cop of citizens communications. 
Anybody can sign up to address council, but 
could anyone but Gale so cheerily charge half 
of them with being illegally elected, then burst 
into a heartwarming holiday sing-along? We 
still get misty-eyed remembering her autumnal 
declaration, “It’s Halloween - and even the 
pumpkins are burnt orange!” The more 
substantive Johnson’s public-safety-related 
harangues rattle the dais. These two make the 
most of their appointed three minutes - into 
what feels like so many, many more. 

2) Full Nelson: Austin’s treatment of African- 
American citizens produced no better orator 
than local NAACP President Nelson Linder, 
who discussed the city’s Quality of Life pro- 
gram: “What we’re talking about didn’t come 
from Mars, they were based on practices by 
public officials right here in the city of Austin 
for years and years and years that weren’t fully 
addressed.” Of a proposed APD policy of “dis- 
ablement, not deadly force,” Linder noted 
bluntly, “It’s not really a new policy - because 
in reality, white folks already have it.” 

3) We Don’t Recall: Waging war on TxDOT’s 
burgeoning toll roads, Sal Costello’s Austin Toll 
Party promised to rain terror on “pro-toll” 
council members with a recall campaign. The 
ATP’s noisy efforts to unseat Mayor Will Wynn 



and a moving target of council members went 
down in flames - but not before embarrassing 
Wynn’s aide Matt Curtis over a public face- 
down with a recall petitioner. 

4) Benedict Poaches Council’s Eggs: After his 
failed Place 4 bid, Libertarian Wes Benedict 
spent the remainder of ’05 documenting that all 
of council (save Danny Thomas) apparently vio- 
lated election law by accepting more than allow- 
able out-of-town funds - in some cases, by tens 


of thousands of dollars. Official reaction has 
been a collective shrug - wait until next year? 

5) The Enemy of My Enemy Is My ... 
o Enemy?: The biggest (non) story of the year - 

the Ku Klux Klowns come to town, to support 
gay-bashing Proposition 2 - galvanized council 
members to declare a “day of tolerance.” 
Members took turns denouncing the Klan and 
Prop. 2 - all except the Rev. Mayor Pro Tern 
Danny Thomas (who supported Prop. 2). 
“Texans have the chance to decide if they’re on 
the side of freedom, or they’re on the side of 
the Ku Klux Klan, ” declared Brewster McCracken 
(adding safely, “I’m on the side of freedom”). 
Thomas, council’s lone African-American, 
grumped, “I thought this press conference was 
about the Klan using our plaza.” 

6) Where’s My Cock’s Comb?: Shortly after 
taking her Place 3 seat, rookie member Jennifer 
Kim informed the bulk of predecessor Jackie 
Goodman’s board and commission appointees 
that they needed to reapply or be canned - 
then Kim discovered she didn’t have the 
authority to replace them. Aide Amy Everhart 
told In Fact Daily that Kim relented in order 
not to “ruffle so many feathers” - seems the 
henhouse was already in full squawk. 

7) Squatting on the Yellow Brick Road: For 

sheer spectacle, we can’t top House-the- 
Homeless prez Richard Troxell’s Over-the- 
Rainbow Freakout. Speaking against since- 
adopted ordinances prohibiting panhandling, 
sitting, and sleeping outside, Troxell, aka the 
“Wizard of Austinville,” woke a late-night 
council by leading a wannabe Lion, Scarecrow, 


Tin Man, and misplaced Dorothy around cham- 
bers, ultimately presenting “moral compasses” 
to the perplexed council members. 

8) Goodbye to Alice: Following the spring 
departures of Daryl Slusher and Jackie Good- 
man - two figures long instrumental in forging 
Austin’s current community values - at year’s 
end, Alice Glasco stepped down as director of 
Austin’s Neighborhood Planning and Zoning 
Department. The city’s servant for 23 years, 
Glasco’s poise and patience guided council 
through interminably long zoning meetings - 
her final session comprising a record 53 cases. 

9) Wynning Style: Will Wynn is like, totally 
extreme, but not in your typical, Mountain 
Dew-mainlining way - he’s multifaceted. For 
every badass plunge from a bridge, or skate- 
park dedication, there’s something like Novem- 
ber’s Threads fashion show, where (accompa- 
nied by City Manager Toby Futrell) he shook 
his distinguished booty on the catwalk to ben- 
efit the Red Cross.

The Chronic Goes On: Top 10 drug war stories 


1) Don’t Bogart My Closeup: The White 
House Office of National Drug Control Policy 
and its fearless leader, drug czar John Walters, 
got slapped by the nonpartisan Government 
Accountability Office in January when the 
GAO reported that Walters’ band of merry nar- 
cos had violated a government ban on “covert 
propaganda” with its release of prepackaged 
video news stories, ready to air on broadcast 
news programs, that failed to identify the 
ONDCP as the source of the “news.” 

2) Man-Min Madness ... : In a 5-4 decision 
delivered Jan. 12, the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled unconstitutional the federal mandatory- 
minimum sentencing schemes enacted by 
Congress in the mid-Eighties in reaction to an 
increase in drug crimes, opining that, as cur- 
rently applied, man-mins violate the Sixth 
Amendment right to a jury trial. In order to 
pass constitutional muster, the court said, the 
sentencing schemes should be downgraded to 
just an advisory tool for judges to consider. 

3) ... And More Madness: Apparently U.S. 
Rep. James Sensenbrenner, R-Wis., didn’t get 
the memo concerning the Supremes’ ruling. He 
went on his merry drug warrior way and, in 
April, filed the iiber-draconian Defending 
America’s Most Vulnerable: Safe Access to Drug 
Treatment and Child Protection Act (HR 1528). 
This wolf in sheep’s clothing would create a 
whole host of stricter man-mins - including a 
mandatory 10-year sentence for any adult over 
21 who sells more than five grams of pot to 
anyone under 18, and a mandatory three years 
for parents who are aware of drug-trafficking 
activities near their children but fail to report 
the alleged activity to police within 24 hours. 

4) Don’t Mess With Texas Medi-Joint!: A bill 
that would’ve offered Texas medi-pot patients an 
affirmative defense against pot possession pros- 
ecution languished in committee despite biparti- 
san support and the impassioned testimony of 
numerous patients and advocates at hearings in 
April. As the medi-pot movement gains steam, 
the issue will remain on the table indefinitely. 

5) Raiding Raich: In June, the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled on one of the most closely watched 
medi-pot cases, brought by seriously ill 
California medi-mari patient Angel Raich, rul- 
ing 6-3 that the feds may arrest and prosecute 
seriously ill medi-mari patients who are using 
medicinal marijuana in accordance with state 
law. The feds’ need to enforce pot prohibition 
as detailed in the Controlled Substances Act 
provides the “compelling interest,” the 
Supremes opined, even if that means arresting 
sick people and charging them with pot pos- 
session. Raich has vowed to fight on, and in 
November filed another appeal, arguing that 
the federal intervention in her state-sanctioned, 
doctor-recommended medi-pot treatment vio- 
lates her right to due process and contravenes 
the common-law “doctrine of necessity.” 

6) Greener Acres: In June, U.S. Rep. Ron Paul, 
R-Texas, introduced the Industrial Hemp Farm- 
ing Act, which would free the states from federal 
restriction and allow for state regulation of 
hemp farming. Currently all hemp products 
sold in the U.S. - including food, body care 
products, and numerous consumer textiles - are 


manufactured from raw hemp imported from 
Canada and Europe. Hemp farming is not illegal 
per se (indeed, the government actually encour- 
aged it during World War II), but the law 
requires DEA approval of all hemp-farming ven- 
tures - and so far the DEA has only issued one 
permit, since expired, to growers in Hawaii. 

7) Pena Sucks Pot: State Rep. Aaron Pena, D- 
Edinburg, jumped on the marijuana hysteria 
train in 2005, filing legislation that would ban 


the sale of any confectionery containing mari- 
juana-derived ingredients. According to Pena, 
cannabis-flavored candies are nothing more 
than a means to “entice our children into a life 
of illegal drugs.” We’re not sure what Pena was 
licking, but it wasn’t a lollipot, such as those 
sold by the California company Chronic Candy, 
which are imported - with FBI and U.S. 
Customs approval - and have been sold in the 
U.S. for nearly a decade. 

8) SAFER Partying: Drug law reformers in 
Denver scored a victory in November when 
54% of city voters voted to legalize the posses- 
sion of up to 1 oz. of pot by adults over 2 1 . The 
initiative was conceived by the grassroots orga- 
nization Safer Alternatives for Enjoyable 
Recreation, which sought passage of the mea- 
sure as a way to bring pot penalties in line with 
penalties handed out for irresponsible use of 
alcohol. 

9) Let’s Play Supercop!: After a couple of years 
of relative peace, federal narcos - likely embold- 
ened by the Supremes’ decision in the Raich case 
- in December ramped up their war against the 
seriously ill by carrying out raids in San Diego 
and San Francisco, busting a total of 14 medi-pot 
dispensaries, seizing hundreds of pot plants, 
cash, and reams of patient records. None of the 
medi-pot providers were charged with any crime 
and, according to the advocacy group Americans 
for Safe Access, many of the raided dispensaries 
reopened the very next day. 

10) Treaties? What Are You Smoking?: In 

December, lawyers for Alex White Plume and 
members of his Lakota Nation family living on 
South Dakota’s Pine Ridge Reservation argued 
before a three-judge panel of the 8th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals that they don’t need 
prior approval from the DEA before they grow 
industrial hemp on their land. The White 
Plumes contend that the power to grow hemp 
was granted in at least two treaties between the 
American Indians and the feds, back in 1858 
and 1861.

1) Burn Baby, Burn: Six Austin police officers 
and four dispatchers were punished for a 
stream of inappropriate, insensitive, and cal- 
lous comments - beginning with the now 
infamous “bum baby, bum” - delivered via 
patrol-car data terminals during the Feb. 18 fire 
at the Midtown Live! nightclub. The upside of 
the incident, if there was one, was the city’s 
subsequent public airing of the lack of a social 
infrastructure for Austin’s African-American 
community. The city’s nascent plans to remedy 
the disparity is a question for 2006.

2) Get Thee Behind Me, Reaper: On March 
3, federal District Judge Royal Fergeson over- 
turned the death sentence for Kenneth Foster, 
sentenced to die for being a getaway driver in 
the 1996 murder of Michael LaHood in San 
Antonio. Although Foster played no direct part 
in the murder, the state sought his death under 
the law of parties, arguing that Foster should’ve 
foreseen LaHood ’s actions. Fergeson opined 
that killing Foster would be cmel and unusual 
punishment; the state’s appeal is pending. And 
in October, nearly seven-and-a-half years after 
he was convicted and sentenced to die, Rodney 
Reed got word that the Court of Criminal § 
Appeals is sending his case back to Bastrop Co. 25 
district court for a hearing on Reed’s claims < 
that prosecutors hid evidence supporting his § 
claims of innocence in the murder of 20-year- ° 
old Stacey Stites. 

3) Prosecuting the Prophet: Warren Jeffs, 
self-proclaimed “prophet” of the polygamous 
breakaway sect of Mormons known as the 
Fundamentalist Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, was indicted in June on two 
Arizona state felony counts related to his 
arranging a marriage between a 16-year-old girl 
and an older, married man. Shortly after the 
charges were announced and a $10K reward 
posted on Jeffs’ head, the feds added a count 
of unlawful flight to avoid prosecution and

dubbed Jeffs one of their 10 Most Wanted. So 
far Jeffs has avoided arrest, even as prophet 
sightings persist - including hints that he may 
be traveling in and out of the FLDS’s private 
Yearning for Zion ranch in Eldorado, Texas. 

4) Knee Stiffens: The June shooting death of 
18-year-old Daniel Rocha by APD Officer Julie 
Schroeder renewed allegations of excessive use 
of force by APD officers against minority resi- 
dents. Unlike previous police shootings, the 
Rocha case ended in Chief Stan Knee firing 
Schroeder and sparked police union allega- 
tions of interference on the part of the Citizen 
Review Panel and the Office of the Police 


Monitor. At press time, an official “fact-find- 
ing” inquiry into the leak is ongoing. Schroeder 
is appealing her termination, and her arbitra- 
tion, scheduled for March, will be a story to 
watch in 2006. 

5) Perry Rues Kid Commutations: In a 5-4 

ruling in March, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
that executing juvenile offenders violates the 
constitutional ban on cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment. In the opinion written by Justice 
Anthony Kennedy, the court said that the dif- 
ferences between juvenile and adult offenders 
“are too marked and well understood” - like 
the fact that children lack the emotional and 
intellectual development of adults - “to risk 
allowing a youthful person to receive the death 
penalty despite insufficient culpability.” The 
ruling handed 28 youthful offenders a ticket off 
Texas’ death row - though Gov. Rick Perry 
made it clear that were it not for the Supremes 
he’d have no moral qualms about sticking the 
needle in their arms. “I have no choice but to 
commute these sentences to life in prison,” 
Perry said. 

6) Electric Peacemaker?: In July, the APD 
reported a significant decrease in the total 
number of use-of-force reports, and an equally 
impressive decrease in both officer and suspect 
injuries since cops were equipped with less- 
than-lethal Taser electro-shock guns. Indeed, 
serious injuries to suspects declined a whop- 
ping 82.4% in 2004, and serious injuries to 
officers dropped by 50%. Yet whether the Taser 
is a wonder weapon remains uncertain. In 
September, 33-year-old Michael Clark died in 
police custody after he was Tasered three 
times. At press time, an independent review of 
Clark’s death by a panel of local medical 
experts was still pending. 

7) Settling for Secrets: After three long years, 
the city of Austin and APD Officer Jeff White 
reached a settlement that closed White’s whis- 
tle-blower lawsuit. White sued the city in 
2002, claiming he was retaliated against by 
former Assistant Chief Jimmy Chapman after 
White said investigators should focus on 
Chapman if they actually wanted to pursue 
allegations of criminal activity by high-ranking 
members of the APD in connection with the 


defunct drug-trafficking investigation known as 
Mala Sangre. White pushed the envelope fur- 
ther than any Mala Sangre investigator before 
him, but the city remains uninterested in airing 
any of its Bad Blood laundry. 

8) Legal Lynching: Although there was no 
incontrovertible evidence against her, on Sept. 
14, 40-year-old Frances Newton became the 
third woman executed by the state during the 
modem era of the death penalty, and the first 
black woman executed in Texas since the Civil 
War. Lingering questions about the evidence 
against Newton had prompted the Texas Board 
of Pardons and Paroles to recommend and Gov. 
Rick Perry to grant a 120-day reprieve in 2004. 
At least one critical piece of evidence had been 
contaminated, but additional evidence favor- 
able to Newton failed to persuade either the 
BPP or Perry to again delay her death. 

9) Coffey Finally Cleared: In August, APD 
announced that the U.S. Department of Justice 
had, after two years, finally cleared Officer John 
Coffey of any criminal wrongdoing in connec- 
tion with the 2002 shooting death of Sophia 
King, a 23-year-old woman with a history of 
schizophrenia. The 19-year department veteran 
will not face federal prosecution for any viola- 
tion of King’s civil rights; the DOJ concluded 
there was “insufficient evidence” to support 
any charges. 

10) Not Exactly CSI: It was an embarrassing 
year for the Travis Co. Medical Examiner’s 
Office. An unflattering audit chastised the coun- 
ty for making the ME do far too much with too 
few resources. The office fumbled toxicology 
results in the police shooting death of Daniel 
Rocha - finding first that there were no dmgs in 
Rocha’s system, later that there was a trace 
amount of marijuana. In August, they misre- 
ported that cirrhosis of the liver caused by 
alcoholism killed musician Randy “Biscuit” 
Turner - until informed that Turner wasn’t a 
drinker, and further testing showed that the cir- 
rhosis was actually caused by hepatitis C. In 
August, Bumet Co. officials asked for a refund 
of the $1,800 they paid the ME’s office for a 
June 2004 autopsy that the office botched by 
misidentifying the burned remains of an 81- 
year-old woman as those of a 23-year-old man.

COME CLEAN, TOM 

Remember how Republicans howled in deri- 
sion at Bill Clinton’s ridiculous claim that he

woman”? When confronted with the legality of 
his actions, Clinton dodged with his now 
famous line, “it depends on what the mean- 
ing of the word ‘is’ is.”

Specifically, one of his political 
action committees collected $190,000 in cor- 
porate checks; this corporate money was 
then laundered through a wing of the national 
Republican Party, which promptly sent exactly 
$190,000 back to Texas for disbursement to 
several GOP candidates who were running for 
state legislature. Under Texas law, corpora- 
tions cannot donate to legislative candidates, 
so the money had to be “washed.” 

But wait, DeLay’s lawyers now cry, it all 
depends on what the word “is” is. First, they 
tried to claim that the state’s anti-money-laun- 
dering law applied to “money” as in cash - 
not checks. But these sharpies missed the 
fact that the Legislature had amended the 
law some time back to make it apply explicitly 
to checks, so this ploy didn’t wash. 

OK, said Tom’s legal beagles, but what 
about this? The checks sent to Texas were 
not the exact same checks received from the 
corporations, so ergo, ipso facto, and mumbo 
jumbo - no crime occurred. Gosh, now there’s 
a twisted interpretation of money laundering 
that the drug cartel would love to have!

Impeachable Offense

On Dec. 16 The New York Times reported 
on page one that “President Bush secret- 
ly authorized the National Security Agency 
to eavesdrop on Americans ... without the 
court-approved warrants ordinarily required 
for domestic spying.” That day Bush called the 
report “speculation”; the next day he admitted 
and defended his actions as “fully consis- 
tent with my constitutional responsibilities.” 
On the 18th, Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice said Bush was justified because present 
laws were “too cumbersome.” Vice-President 
Cheney declared warrantless spying on our 
own citizens is “the kind of capability if we’d 
had before 9/11 might have led us to be able to 
prevent 9/11.” 

On Dec. 19, Lt. Gen. Michael V Hayden, 
our second-highest-ranking intelligence officer, 
said, “The whole key here is agility” in order to 
“detect and prevent.” Attorney General Alberto 
Gonzales agreed. Both Gonzales and Hayden 
claimed the surveillance was “limited,” and 
called the lawful process of obtaining warrants 
inadequate. On Dec. 21, Cheney claimed the 
president’s secret authorization is “in accor- 
dance with the Constitution,” adding, “this is 
not about violating civil liberties.” Gonzales, 
Bush, and others repeatedly emphasized that 
only international calls were monitored and 
that purely domestic calls and e-mails were not 
included in the president’s secret authorization. 

However, in a page one story on Dec. 21, 
the Times reported that “it is sometimes dif- 
ficult even for the NSA to determine whether 
someone is inside or outside the United States 
when making a cellphone call or sending an 
e-mail message.” On Dec. 24, again on page 
one, the paper revealed that the number of 
wiretaps “without court-approved warrants 
is much larger than the White House has 
acknowledged. ... It was collected by tapping 
directly into some of the American telecom- 
munication system’s main arteries ... to obtain 
backdoor access to streams of domestic and 
international communications.” The report 
quoted technical experts who said that in such 


an enormous sweep of surveillance it was 
impossible to screen out domestic calls. Even 
a Justice Department official admitted, “You’re 
talking about access to such a vast amount of 
communications. ... How do you minimize 
something that’s on a switch that’s carrying 
such large volumes of traffic?” 

Yet on Dec. 27 White House spokesman 
Trent Duffy was still claiming that “this is a 
limited program. This is not about monitoring 
phone calls designed to arrange Little League 
practice or what to bring to a potluck dinner. 
These [measures] are designed to monitor calls 
from very bad people to very bad people.” 

The president and his people have broken 
the law. And they have lied, repeatedly and 
knowingly, about the law they have broken. 

To determine how and why, let’s read the 
law, the Loreign Intelligence Surveillance Act. 

As to cumbersomeness and speed, EISA’s 
“Emergency Act” provides that “when the 
Attorney General reasonably determines that 
1) an emergency situation exists with respect 
to the employment of electronic surveillance to 
obtain foreign intelligence information before 
an order authorizing such can with due dili- 
gence be obtained; and 2) the factual basis 
for issuance of an order ... to approve such 
surveillance exists [my italics]; he may autho- 
rize the emergency employment of electronic 
surveillance if a judge having jurisdiction ... is 
informed by the Attorney General . . . [in] not 
more than 72 hours.” 

We see here that Bush, Cheney, Rice, 
Gonzales, and Hayden are lying about the 
law’s “cumbersomeness” and “agility.” The 
law is plenty agile. Wiretap anyone you want 
right this minute, but present your “factual 
basis” in 72 hours. The “factual basis” is what 
our rulers find cumbersome. They are claiming 
the power to wiretap anyone for any reason 
they see fit, to present no reasons for doing so, 
and to leave no legal record, not even a secret 
legal record. 

Cheney’s 9/11 claim is also false. Agile and 
flexible, FISA has been in place for more than 


two decades. It’s been well documented that 
the FBI had solid leads on the 9/11 terrorists, 
but did not follow through on them. 9/1 1 didn’t 
happen because of a lack of government power. 

Back to the law: FISA allows “the president, 
through the Attorney General, [to] autho- 
rize surveillance without a court order ... to 
acquire foreign intelligence information for 
periods up to a year [my italics] if the Attorney 
General certifies in writing, under oath that 
. . . there is no substantial likelihood that the 
surveillance will acquire the contents of any 
communication to which a United States per- 
son is a party.” “Very bad people,” if they are 
foreigners, can be wiretapped without court 
order for a year, but not American citizens. 
For Americans, the Constitution requires a 
court order - though even Americans can be 
wiretapped without a court order for 72 hours. 
How agile can you get? 

But the law also requires accountability - in 
the form of clear channels of authority, clear 
reasons for actions, and clear (if secret) records. 


This is not accountability to the public; this is 
accountability merely to the special FISA court. 
This court is composed of 10 judges whose 
deliberations are secret except for mandated 
reports to the House and Senate intelligence 
committees. According to UPI (Dec. 26), “in 
the first 22 years of the court’s operation” 
the court “modified” only two warrants out 
of 13,102. That’s one permissive court. UPI 
reported that “the judges have modified 179 
of the 5,645 [Bush] requests for surveillance. 
. . . the judges also rejected or deferred at least 
six warrants . . . the first outright rejection of a 
wiretap in the court’s history.” Six. Because a 
mere six warrants were rejected, and another 
179 (out of 5,645) were “modified,” George 
W Bush felt justified in breaking the law. 
What they are afraid of is this court’s limited 
demands of accountability. Examination of the 
law proves all their stated reasons for breaking 
it are false. They broke the law as part of their 
“program” to create a White House that is a 
law unto itself, accountable to no one. 
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One member of the secret court, Judge 
James Robertson, has resigned in protest, and 
the presiding judge is demanding the Justice 
Department give concrete reasons why the gov- 
ernment saw fit to ignore federal statutes - that 
is, why they broke the law. When a supersecret 
court is up in arms about White House trans- 
gressions, it’s high time to worry 

Again, back to the law: It requires that “the 
Attorney General shall assess compliance with 
[its] procedures and shall report such assess- 
ment” to the House and Senate intelligence 
committees. The law stipulates that all noti- 
fications be in writing - accountability again. 
Cheney gave vague verbal briefings to 12 mem- 
bers of Congress on the condition that they tell 
no one. That is not the law. The law requires 
that a few, a very few, representatives of the leg- 
islative and judiciary branches of government 
know what’s going on. The law’s process is 
effectively secret; since 1978 no FISA-gathered 
information is reported to have leaked. 

The law requires that “on a semiannual 
basis the Attorney General shall fully [my ital- 
ics] inform the [House and Senate Intelligence 
committees]. ... [N]othing [my italics] ... shall 
be deemed to limit the authority of each House 
of Congress to obtain such information as they 
may need to carry out their respective functions 
and duties.” Nothing means nothing. That’s the 
law. Clearly, Attorney General Gonzales and his 
superiors have broken the law. 

They obviously have no patience with a law 
that also stipulates that “no United States per- 
son may be considered a foreign power or an 
agent of a foreign power solely upon the basis 
of activities protected by the First Amendment 
of the Constitution of the United States.” 

The law is agile. The law maintains secrecy. 
But the law insists on a “factual basis” for 
wiretaps, on (minimal) checks and balances, 
and on (an again minimal) respect for the First 
Amendment - all of which this White House 
cannot tolerate. 

According to our Constitution, Congress 
and only Congress has the power to make 
laws. If a law is not appropriate to a situation, 
you present your case to Congress and 
Congress changes the law, or not, as it sees fit. 
Explicit in the Constitution is that the presi- 
dent cannot make his own laws. Explicit in the 
Constitution is that every citizen, including 
the president, is accountable to our laws. 
President Bush, Vice-President Cheney, and 
Attorney General Gonzales have broken the 
law. If they are not held accountable, we no 
longer live in a republic. ■

On the Map 

Austin's art scene kept catching the 
eye of the nation in 2005 

For years, the rest of the country, when it’s bothered to 
look at Austin at all, has seen it as a center for live music 
and independent film. The city’s other creative enterprises 

- its theatre, its dance, its opera and classical music, its 
visual art - just didn’t seem to register on the national 
radar. But that attitude shifted in 2005, as scarcely a 
week passed without some local artist or arts group grab- 
bing the nation’s attention. Austin Lyric Opera snared the 
American premiere of Philip Glass’ opera Waiting for the 
Barbarians. Arthouse presented the first Arthouse Texas 
Prize and with it $30,000, the largest award for a regional 
art prize. Theatre Communications Group tapped Austin as 
one of three pilot cities for a national audience develop- 
ment campaign involving a free night of theatre. Austin 
hosted two national arts conferences in June. Zachary 
Scott Theatre Center’s homegrown show about Austin, 
Keep/n' It Weird, caught CBS’s eye, scoring a segment on 
the network’s Sunday Morning newsmagazine. Ballet 
Austin danced across Europe at the invitation of the State 
Department and made its New York debut at the Joyce 
Theater. Rob Nash finally got his solo epic Holy Cross 
Sucks! up off-Broadway and netted a bushel of Big Apple 
praise, while Austin’s three entries in the New York 
International Fringe Festival earned some real attention, 
ranging from the respectable to a rave in The New York 
Times. The latest national tour of The Will Rogers Follies 
used the UT Performing Arts Center as its rehearsal facili- 
ty, and its star, Larry Gatlin, also workshopped a new 
musical on Quanah Parker there. And on and on it went, 
marking 2005 as a year when more Austin artists got 
their due as worthy of national attention. 

Of course, the year had its losses, starting with a fire at 
the Guadalupe Arts Center that displaced dozens of visual 
artists, artisans, arts organizations, and galleries, many of 
whom lost irreplaceable works and projects. And some of 
our most valuable creators left us, most notably Boyd 
Vance, co-founder, director, and heart of ProArts Collective, 
the city’s leading cultural organization for African-Americans 

- a tragedy amplified by the death of another member of 
ProArts’ artistic family, choreographer-actor Jason Ansara 
Brooks, during its annual production of Black Nativity, 
which he had directed and was performing in. 

Still, the year offered more hope for the future, particu- 
larly in regard to homes for the arts. Construction of UT’s 
Blanton Museum of Art on Martin Luther King Jr. 

Boulevard charged ahead and is on line for an April 2006 
opening. The Long Center for the Performing Arts - that 
most watched and worried-over of local cultural facilities - 
kicked its fundraising back into high gear, reaching $67 
million of its $77 million goal, and actually started physi- 
cal construction. Even the Mexican American Cultural 
Center at long last broke ground last year. Perhaps the 
give-and-take of 2005 is best summed up by the debut of 
the renovated Carver Museum and Library, which now has 
a theatre named after the late Boyd Vance. That memorial 
honor still stings, because the loss of Boyd is still so 
fresh, but the fact that his contributions and vision will be 
remembered and stand over such a valuable new cultural 
facility will serve to inspire and challenge us in 2006 and 
the years to come. - Robert Faires 



Top 10 Theatrical Treasures & 
Pleasures of 2005

1) Americamisfit (Salvage 
Vanguard Theater) Playwright 
Dan Dietz dusted off the lost saga 
of our country’s first serial killers 
and set them at the bloody heart 
of an American history lesson on 
the place of violence and revolu- 
tion in our national character - and 
the price we pay for it. As political- 
ly insightful and provocative as any 
script this year, set to a rockabilly beat that quickened the 
pulse of this drama to a reckless, thrilling rhythm and sent its 
focused and fearless ensemble into a dance fever. 

2) American Fiesta (State Theater Company) The tale of 
one man’s quest to complete a collection of vintage dishware 
became, in the hands of gifted monologist Steven Tomlinson, 
a meditation on the state of the union - both our divided 
country and matrimony, particularly between two members of 
the same gender. Typically witty and complex, and as artful and 
elegant as the lines that run below the rim of Fiestaware bowls. 

3) An Evening With Anna Deveare Smith (Zachary Scott 
Theatre Center) This one-night visit to Zach revealed a mas- 
ter theatre artist at the top of her form, embodying people 
she’s interviewed - including several Austinites - with uncan- 
ny skill. But more compelling was the manner in which she 
spoke powerfully to issues of justice and morality, and the 
sense of authority she brought to them. That rare occasion 
when you felt privileged just to be in the audience. 

4) Keepin ’ It Weird (Zachary Scott Theatre Center) Our 

voices, ourselves. Zach artistic director Dave Steakley took 
the testimony of some 200 Austinites, past and present, and 
wove them into a spectacular theatrical essay on what this city 
means to the people who live here, celebrating our abundant 
eccentricities but also our abiding faith in this place itself. 

5) Varekai (Cirque du Soleil) Icarus’ fall to earth was the 
launching point for a return to the sky in the visionary circus’ 
eagerly awaited return to Austin, with act after astonishing act 
of aerial acrobatics (set in one of Cirque’s trademark dream 
worlds, extraordinarily strange and gorgeous) communicating 
the exhilarating sense of freedom from gravity. 

6) Match-Play (Rude Mechanicals) Riffing off Deborah 
Hay’s dance The Match, the Rudes submerged into Deep 
Thought, concocting an absurdist household where everyone 
- livestock and appliances included - was trying to pry open 
those doors of perception and raise their consciousness. This 
intellectual ballet, danced with vigor and comic verve, tickled 
the brain into giddiness. 




7) The Intergalactic Nemesis: Twin Infinity (Salvage 

Vanguard Theater) The third and final chapter of SVT’s 
improbably successful salute to retro radio sci-fi put the year’s 
other big trilogy-ending space opera to shame. With its pitch- 
perfect ear for period slang, roller-coaster pacing, and cracker- 
jack comic cast, this spot-on spoof of old adventure serials 
rocketed me out of this world. 

8) Everything the Traffic Will Allow (Austin Cabaret 
Theatr e)/At Home With Dick (Rubber Repertory) Life is a 
cabaret - quite literally here. In the former case, Klea Black- 
hurst’s revue reviewed the life of Ethel Merman, and the young 
singer’s vivacity, charm, and voice that could call the stars 
home from heaven won her converts for La Merman and fans 
of her own. In the latter, local songwriter Dick Price built his 
show from autobiography, offering a tuneful tour of his life and 
loves as he toured the rooms of his north campus apartment, 
an offbeat touch that gave his show an uncommon intimacy. 

9) Fear of a Ftihrer (UT Department of Theatre & Dance) 

Playwright Abi Basch’s enigmatic exploration of enemies and 
betrayal in wartime generated more questions than answers, 
and yet its mysteries in suitcases, strangely beautiful dances, 
and haunting score by Adam Sultan and Jon Nelson, per- 
formed in the catacombs beneath the Brockett Theatre, made 
for one of the year’s most mesmerizing hours. 

10) The Evidence of Silence Broken (Hyde Park Theatre) 
Zell Miller Ill’s hip-hop history of his growth from boy to man 
and man to writer burned with a passion - for family, for 
words, for life - as pure and hot as the heart of a flame.

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Top 10 Dance and Classical Music 
Events of 2005 That Engaged Me 
and Endure by robert faires 


1) Circus Maximus (UT Wind Ensemble) The premiere of John 
Corigliano’s work for concert band, tautly conducted by Jerry 
Junkin, captured in a profusion of musical styles and sonic 
extremes, from deafening roars to muted whispers, the character 
of our culture in all its violence, pride, impatience, disconnected- 
ness, and sense of mourning to a degree that was unnerving. 

2) Night of Four Moons (Sharir+Bustamante Danceworks) A 

dream, brief but oh so sublime, with a pajama-clad dancer visited 
by four fanciful figures all in white, seemingly on holiday from 
commedia. Their playful movement in and out of Amarante 
Lucero’s sumptuous, almost sentient lighting made for a visually 
exquisite and enchanting dance - and a triumph for choreogra- 
pher Jose Luis Bustamante. 

3) The Match (Deborah Hay Dance Company/Dance Umbrella) 

Strange, funny, obvious, and obscure, this work by Hay and her 
quartet of virtuosic dancers moving - and not moving - to the same 
set of choreographic challenges made me aware of time, of a 
ticking in my head, and gave me a fresh sense of how each of us 
singularly moves through the world and perceives our movement. 

4) Whispers of Heaven (Blue Lapis Light) Dancers with petals 
spilling from upturned umbrellas, in midair suspended in luxuri- 
ant lengths of white material, on a wall perched sideways, bathed 
in thick crimson light - Sally Jacques’ latest site-specific dance 
steeped us in lush, radiant visions of beauty that, for an hour, 
stemmed the rising tide of brutality in the modern world. 


5) Light: The Holocaust and Humanity Project (Ballet Austin) 

Without ever showing a swastika or shower, BA Artistic Director 
Stephen Mills managed to convey some of the profound suffer- 
ing of those caught in that dark stain in human history. His 
spare, stark choreography, bravely executed by his company of 
dancers, distilled experience into primal emotions: violation, 
pain, despair, but also hope. 

6) The King and I (Forklift 
Danceworks) Allison Orr’s 
expansion of her dances with 
Elvises (impersonators, any- 
way) into a full-blown choreo- 
graphic celebration of all 
things Presley rocked with 
ingenuity and wit (a dance 
making fried PB-and-banana 
sandwiches!); smooth moves by dancers Orr, Karly Dillard, and 
Theresa Hardy; and a whole lotta heart. Viva Las Forklift! Long 
live the King! 

7) Vespers of the Blessed Virgin: 1610 (Texas Early Music 
Project/Schola Cantorum of St. Mary) Presenting Austin’s 
first full version of Monteverdi’s masterwork was a dream come 
true for Jeffrey Jones-Ragona and Daniel Johnson, and they sure 
made it dreamy, with an orchestra of all-star musicians master- 
fully in tune with the work’s grand scope and singing - especially 
by Kathlene Ritch Brown and Christopher LeCluyse - so divine 
as to have made angels weep. 

8) Elektra (Austin Lyric Opera) Richard Strauss’ take on this 
ancient tragedy is nothing if not demanding, but ALO rose to the 
challenge, led by Artistic Director Richard Buckley, a fury in the 
orchestra pit. The production’s twilight world of bloody murder 
and retribution gave us the opera in all its complexity, cruelty, 
and humanity. 

9) Conversations From Opposite Sides of the Room (Mirror 
Images) (Conspirare) On just a puff of breath (well, and the magi- 
cally melded voices of this choral ensemble), we were transported 
to the serene shores of Walden Pond and rocky coasts of Northern 
England, among other locales. A revivifying vacation through song 
and the glorious artistry of Craig Hella Johnson and chorus. 

10) Detour (Ariel Dance Theatre) This ensemble-created work 
about three people’s close encounters with death careered back 
and forth between dance and drama, but choreographer Andrea 
Ariel and NYC theatre artist Leese Walker had a sure hand on 
the wheel, blending their respective art forms, as well as humor 
and gravity, with playful, disarming grace.

The year in reading, 2005 


Just because it has resided among the 
rotating pile of week-old Statesmans, year-old 
Rolling Stones, and brand-new Motor Trends in 
the Chronicle's executive washroom since its 
release in March, Robert Doherty’s (ne Bob 
Mayer) Bodyguard of Lies is not actually our 
favorite book of the year. But Doherty ne Mayer 
shouldn’t feel too bad: Whereas in years past 
a book has often emerged - whether by con- 
sensus or by my decree - as a clear-cut favor- 
ite (Ian McEwan’s Atonement in 2002, for 
instance, or David Mitchell’s Cloud Atlas in 
2004), this year saw no such standout. Coming 
closest for us, I think, was A.L. Kennedy’s 
Paradise, which I liked quite a lot, and which 
Marrit Ingman addresses below. She, along 
with a handful of our reviewers, has offered 
her impressions of the year in reading. The 
assignment was to do so in a couple of hun- 
dred words. Well, we did it, and, as it turns 
out, we’ve got more than 20 favorites. Not 
bad for an allegedly bad year in publishing. 

As for myself, I wasn’t much of a Jorie 
Graham fan before seeing and hearing her 
read at the Texas Book Festival in late 
October, and I rarely base my opinions of 
poets on performance. Plus, Graham is estab- 
lished; so established that she has been 
accused of favoring her students (she’s cur- 
rently teaching at Harvard when not at her 
home in France) while judging contests. But 
Graham is hot - she should be on The West 



Wing or something - and Overlord (Ecco), 
aside from being accessible, artful verse, is, 
basically, the most concise, eloquent, and 
damning anti-administration statement out 
there. The fact that the statement, on its sur- 
face, finds its voice in World War II, specifical- 
ly on the beaches of Normandy, shouldn’t dis- 
suade anyone who’s sickened by the presi- 
dent, his cronies, and the culture of fear and 
loathing their actions have furthered from con- 
sulting the text. After all, as a notable author 
told me at a TBF party, Graham had two per- 
sonal guards accompanying her throughout 
her stay in Austin. I don’t know if this is the 
truth, but I know that the poetry rings with it: 
Part of being established is achieving and 
building on the mastery of one’s work as it 
relates to the canon, and Graham can work in 


any meter, mood, mode, and style. She rarely 
repeats herself. Here, in her ninth collection, 
she’s all over the place, but her lyricism lends 
itself well to the sense of a battered collec- 
tive spirituality in the face of great loss. A 
series of “Praying” - the poet trying to under- 
stand - is formed throughout, as is a set of 
“Spoken From the Hedgerows” - the poet 
inhabiting the “other” she seeks - achieving 
an alternating current of plea and complacen- 
cy. In other words, the living and the dead. 

Ultimately, Overlord is about consequence 
and coming to grips with it. Still, it’s not as 
depressing as I might make it sound, but rath- 
er pretty liberating. And funny. And effective. 
And fascinating. And whether read out loud or 
read in quiet, it’s my favorite book of 2005. I 
wish I could share some of it with you here, 
but I know I’d get carried away. Come by and 
borrow it, if you want. 

Other favorites: John Banville’s The Sea 
(Knopf), John McManus’ Bitter Milk 
(Picador), the aforementioned Paradise, 
Michele J. Hale’s Undone (Cowgirl ie), UT 
Press’ Conversations With Texas Writers, 
Janies Magnuson’s The Hounds of Winter 
(UT Press), and Surviving Justice: America's 
Wrongfully Convicted and Exonerated 
(McSweeney’s Voice of Witness). A couple of 
books from 2005 that I want to read but 
haven’t yet: Rene Steinke’s Holy Skirts 
(William Morrow) and Lamar Herrin’s House 
of the Deaf (Unbridled). - Shawn Badgley 

MARRIT INGMAN 

It’s my pleasure to cull five favorites from 
2005: two novels, two memoirs, and one fire- 
brand treatise. Lydia Millet’s Oh Pure and 
Radiant Heart (Soft Skull) is a speculative 
joyride about the nuclear age that brings the 
Manhattan Project to the present day in prose 
like Pop Rocks and Coke. A.L. Kennedy’s 
Paradise (Knopf) is its opposite: nimble, ele- 
gant realism about the descent into a person- 
al hell. Nerd Girl Rocks Paradise City 
(Chicago Review), recently reviewed in these 
pages, describes Anne Soffee’s sojourn 
through the Sunset Strip’s cock-rock heyday -

before grunge expunged the Spandex from 
our lives - as an “industry weasel.” Savagely 
observational while genuinely literary, the 
book is a blithe treat. Bee Lavender’s 
Lessons in Taxidermy: A Compendium of 
Safety and Danger (Akashic) is as grave as 
it is graceful, the story of its author’s con- 
stant flirtations with death - a diagnosis of 
terminal cancer at age 12, a debilitating car 
crash, and potentially fatal allergies, among 
other endangerments. Not a plucky survivor’s 
tale, the book is harsh and real and finally 
transcendent, a poised meditation on mortali- 
ty and fate. Everyone should read The Truth 
Behind the Mommy Wars: Who Decides 
What Makes a Good Mother? (Seal). 

Miriam Peskowitz dope-slaps America’s cor- 
porate and government structures for keeping 
families off the public agenda by pitting moth- 
ers against each other. It’s the most radical 
book of the year, way ballsier than Freakonomics.

SPENCER PARSONS 

If Chris Ayres’ hilarious and infuriating 
War Reporting for Cowards (Atlantic 
Monthly) isn’t exactly the work of combat 
reportage from Iraq one might want, it’s prob- 
ably the one we deserve. Skirting politics in 
favor of dramatizing our humble narrator’s dis- 
tress at the war’s shortage of lattes and sur- 
plus of raw animal fear, this “anti-sending-me- 
to-war” book entertainingly captures that ter- 
ror born of selfishness and jolted apathy that 
played no small part in getting us into the 
mess, while demonstrating how an embedded 
reporter, no matter how cowardly, begins dan- 
gerously to think like a soldier rather than a 
journalist. On the other end of the analytical 
spectrum is Terry Eagleton’s Holy Terror 
(Oxford University), which knows nothing of 
combat but gamely attacks philosophy and lit- 
erature to render an intellectual history of the 
shock and awe in Western Civilization’s own 
recurring renditions of jihad. The year’s big- 
gest surprise (to me, at least), was Jonathan 
Lethem’s The Disappointment Artist, a collec- 
tion of essays on highly personal relation- 
ships with movies, books, music, and even a 
subway stop. Now his many fans probably 
aren’t so taken aback by the delicacy of emo- 
tional and intellectual engagement in his dis- 


cussions of Phillip K. Dick, John Cassavetes, 
Jack Kirby, Brian Eno, or the number of times 
he saw Star Wars as a child. I’ve never been a 
fan, however, having found his approach to 
genre fiction to be a performance of undeni- 
ably clever special pleading by an inveterate 
scold. But the accounts of Lethem’s devo- 
tions and reconsiderations in this excellent 
book offer a bracingly honest portrait of the 
artist as an audience, encouraging me to 
return to the author’s previous work with an 
altered perspective. 



THEUNFOLDINGOFIMGIIAGE 
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NORA ANKRUM 

I wish I could say that my favorite books 
this year were fiction, that as “literary read- 
ing” became more scarce, I fought the tide. 
But no, I was attracted to nonfiction, just like, 
apparently, the majority of the Philistines out 
there, gauging by book sales, cultural studies, 
and airport hardbacks. Though I enjoyed the 
novels and short stories I read, it was the 
nonfiction that stuck with me, proving itself 
relevant to my life over and over. These books 
are already like old friends. I feel like I’ve 
always known them, like my brain swallowed 
them and made them as fundamental to my 
thought processes as the alphabet song or 
Every Good Boy Does Fine. Guy Deutscher’s 
The Unfolding of Language: An Evolutionary 
Tour of Mankind's Greatest Invention 
(Metropolitan), with its chronicling of how 
humans got from thing-words (nose, girl, tree) 
to “Me Tarzan” to Shakespeare, has thrown a 
spotlight on every word I’ve encountered since 
reading it. I now see language changing con- 
stantly, with evidence in this very paragraph of 
dying words side by side with hints at what 
will have irreversibly replaced them 100 years 
from now. I wish everyone would read this 
book, least of all to deflate the age-old debate 
over whether kids these days are destroying 
the English language. But even more so, I 
wish everyone would read Malcolm 
Gladwell’s Blink (Little, Brown). How did I get 
along in the world before this book? With its 
fascinating onslaught of anecdotes and stud- 
ies, its eloquent breakdown of how the mind 
works - in crisis (you should practice dialing 
911, because in the mindset of emergency 
you may be literally unable), in snap judg- 
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merits (the process of describing a face can 
make it impossible to then recognize that 
face in, say, a lineup), in the hidden ways we 
view race and gender, jams and chairs - it 
altered my view of the world and reintroduced 
me to the sneaky mechanisms of my own 
mind. Now, any good fiction will do the exact 
same thing. It will change how you think, rein- 
troduce you to yourself, become your friend. 
But this year, I found friendship among 
the Philistines. 
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JESS SAUER 

Looking back on this past year is a bit like 
sorting through old clothes and finding a 
twenty left in the pocket of a long-forgotten 
pair of jeans. Though I’ll admit 2005 left me 
generally unimpressed in terms of literature, 
there were a few books that stuck with me. 

No novel this year excited me more than 
Salvador Plascencia’s The People of Paper 
(McSweeney’s), a debut that managed to push 
the boundaries of experimental fiction while 
avoiding the leaden, intellectually overwrought 
tone implied by the genre. Myla Goldberg 
achieved a similar feat in Wickett’s Remedy 
(Doubleday), playing with narrative structure 
without abandoning the emotional pull of her 
story. Zadie Smith narrowed her scope in On 
Beauty (Penguin) and ended up with an 
engaging and surprisingly realistic novel about 
the struggle of a modern, imperfect family try- 
ing to survive in a surreally academic Boston 
suburb (take this from someone who grew up 
in the town Smith’s fictional “Wellington” is 
likely based on). Then there were the come- 
backs. Gabriel Garcia Marquez delivered, as 
can be expected, a beautifully written novella 
{Memories of My Melancholy Whores, Knopf) 
that, while not even approaching his best, 
eclipsed most other releases this year. Kurt 
Vonnegut’s A Man Without a Country (Seven 
Stories) amounted to an internal monologue 
about our country’s sorry state, but its blunt- 
ness was just what we required by its Septem- 
ber release date. In terms of poetry, former 
poet laureate Billy Collins’ The Trouble With 
Poetry: And Other Poems (Random House) 
provided much-needed levity in the all-too-seri- 
ous world of poetry, while Dean Young’s 
Elegy on Toy Piano (University of Pittsburgh) 
proved that the line between experimental 
and lyric verse is not so neatly drawn. 


AUDRA SCHROEDER 


“Grief when it comes, it is nothing we expect 
it to be.” The topic of loss has never been 
channeled as elegantly as through Joan 
Didion in 2005. In The Year of Magical 
Thinking, she makes the aforementioned 
statement early on, and her tale of grief unfolds 
whether you’re ready or not. For Didion, the 
year of 2004 was one of denial and disbelief: 
or perhaps just the suspension of belief. 

Didion’s replays of the night her husband John 
Gregory Dunne died in 
December of 2003 range 
from torturous to thera- 
peutic, and her pain is 
weighted to infinity as 
her only child, Quintana, 
lies in a coma at a near- 
by hospital. It is a rivet- 
ing read, because we the 
readers are her audience, 
listening to her mono- 
logue as she repeatedly changes it for dis- 
comfort. Of course Didion has never been 
about comfort. Her novels and essays have 
always dealt with borderline psychosis and 
anxiety decorated with silvery detachment. 

Her “magical thinking” involved similar antics: 
not moving her husband’s shoes in case he 
came back, avoiding nostalgic landmarks in 
L.A. while visiting her ailing daughter, so as 
not to trigger the “vortex effect.” And yet, for 
a book about grief and death and personal 
hell, it moves in a way so raw and beautiful, 
like accidental poetry. Thank God it didn’t end 
up in Oprah’s book club.

4) PROSCIUTTO-WRAPPED FIGS STUFFED WITH FULL 
QUIVER FARM CHEESE CURDS: Spa chef Terry Conlan 
stuffed homegrown figs with cheese from a local farmers’ 
market, wrapped them in slivers of cured Italian ham, and 
baked them for my birthday party. What a treat! 

5) SALAD NIQOISE AT FINO: All of the worthy components 
- tender spinach, toothsome vegetables, tangy olives and 
capers, flaky tuna and anchovies, and a gently poached egg - 
are dressed in a wonderful citrus vinaigrette. C’est magnifique. 

6) COLE SLAW AND POMME FRITES AT FINO: Crisp, 
crunchy slaw and hand-cut golden potatoes dusted with 
coarse salt embellish the fine lunch offerings on the pan- 
Mediterranean menu here. 

7) SAVORY POMEGRANATE GLAZE FROM SPICEBURST: 

A slathering of Trish’s newest product rendered the holiday 
crown roast of pork truly majestic. 

8) OLIVE SALAD MIX FROM SGT. PEPPER’S: Dressing 
homemade muffulettas with this authentic mixture reminds 
me of what it means to miss New Orleans. 

9) ENGLISH TOASTING BREAD AT CENTRAL MARKET: 

Somehow, I just managed to stumble upon this longtime CM 
staple earlier this year, and now I’m hooked. It’s my current 
bread of choice for BLTs, cinnamon toast, and just about 
everything else. 

10) CREAM OF CELERIAC SOUP: Mugs of this volup- 
tuous liquid were the opening act at my friend Suzann’s 
Thanksgiving dinner. Yummmmmm. 


SWEET 

1) POMEGRANATE CINNAMON BUTTER FROM 
SPICEBURST: An excellent flavor combination that enhances 
scones, biscuits, toast, sweet rolls, and any pastry you 

can imagine. 

2) APPLE TRIO AT STARLITE: Pastry chef Philip Speer’s 
accomplished touch with fruit produces apple heaven on a 
plate; a petite streusel-topped tart in a buttery crust, a slow- 
baked apple gratin, and a sublimely puckery green apple sorbet. 

3) FLORENTINES FROM P&K GROCERY: Though the long 
promised Bouldin neighborhood market has yet to materialize, 
the dainty, delicious cookies in their elaborate summer promo- 
tional picnic basket left me hungry for more. 

4) LEMON BARS AT MAD CAKES: A thin layer of buttery 
shortbread holds an ultra-lemony custard topping. Just my style. 

5) PEAR BREAD: A super sneak preview of Miles Compton’s 
potential new product for fall 2006 brought a simple, straight- 
forward loaf of sweet bread packed with the flavors of fresh 
pears and ginger. It’s good plain, toasted, with coffee, or with- 
out. Keep an eye out for this one. 

6) PRALINE PISTOLETTES AT EVANGELINE CAFE: Curtis 
Clarke takes a ball of crusty French bread imported from 
Louisiana, stuffs it with a candied pecan mixture, deep fries it, 
and serves it up with a dusting of powdered sugar and some 
caramel sauce. Oh, baby. 

7) POMEGRANATE SODA AT CENTRAL MARKET: Pomegran- 
ate is certainly the flavor trend of the year, and this Italian soda 
in the new Central Market Organics line is very refreshing. 

8) FROZEN PISTACHIO PARFAIT AT CAFE 909: The luscious 
signature dessert accented with a burnt honey caramel fol- 
lowed by a sandy almond sable is my favorite way to end a 
wonderful meal at the rustic gourmet outpost in Marble Falls. 

9) DOUGHNUTS AT WHOLE FOODS: I discovered these all- 
natural, hand-rolled and -cut beauties during the research for a 
summer story. Grab them early in the day, especially the ones 
with the coconut glaze and tangy lemon filling. 

10) GOLDEN APPLE UPSIDE DOWN CAKE AT FINO: Simple, 
warm, comforting, marvelous.

Because every visit brings a new discovery, 
and the food, service, and ambience are first class, Uchi 
remains my favorite restaurant.

EL ZUNZAL RESTAURANT (642 CALLES, 474-7749): This 
Salvadoran spot serves amazingly good and hearty fare: yucca 
frita with pork, tamales and papusas, the plantain platter, fried 
fish with garlic, and free curtido (cabbage salad with oregano) 
in crocks on the tables are delicioso. 

JAVA NOODLES (2400 E. OLTORF, 443-5282): This 
Indonesian restaurant serves daily lunch specials with a 
soup and chicken wing buffet that accompanies the entree, a 
superb rijsttafel Sunday brunch, and has a menu loaded with 
complexly spiced delights. 

EL BORREGO DE ORO #2 (3900 S. CONGRESS, 383-0031): 

The Golden Sheep offers pork in green sauce; a wonderful 
shredded lamb birria taco plate; the best picadillo tacos in 
town; real homemade corn tortillas; epazote in the beans; real 
Mexican Cokes; and rich, zippy salsa and fresh, thin tostados. 

LE SOLEIL (9616 N. LAMAR, 821-0396) AND TAM DELI 
(8222 N. LAMAR, 834-6458): Two are listed here for the sim- 
ple reason that they offer different items, and both places are 
excellent. Le Soleil is a huge place with a huge menu (think of 
it as a mega Sunflower Cafe), while Tam is the mini version: 
smaller with some real gems on their menu (and great 
bakery items). 

OAXACAN TAMALEO (1300 W. ANDERSON, 289-9262): 

Leonor Banos-Stoute’s expertise with Oaxacan cuisine shows 
on the plate: light and silky masa wrapped in banana with 
robust fillings, lamb barbacoa, incredible bowls of pozole, and 
turkey in red mole (on Thurdays). A small, tight menu served 
with love by the most welcoming restaurant in town. 

PAO’S MANDARIN HOUSE (2300 LOHMAN’S SPUR, 

512/263-8869): Could a Chinese restaurant be worth a 
drive all the way out to Lakeway? Hell, yes! It is, without ques- 
tion, the best and most authentic Chinese restaurant in all 
of Central Texas. Be sure to carefully peruse the “special 
Chinese menu” for treats like spicy beef tendon, Chinese 
bacon Hunan style, and the best mapo dofu around. 

KEBAB PALACE (1319 RUTLAND, 836-8668): This tiny 
Macedonian temple of Balkan delights offers a perfect glance 
into what eating in Skopje must be like: skewered ground 
meat kjofte kebabs, lamb sandwiches, flaky meat and cheese 
burek pies, Balkan-style gyros, etc. The Kostovski family 
shares their culinary love with Austin. 

MARAKESH (906 CONGRESS, 476-7735): If you don’t work 
downtown you probably don’t know that this fantastic Middle 
Eastern venue is even there. Samir Saadeh puts out his ver- 
sion of Palestinian cuisine that is light-years ahead of the 
competition, producing layers of flavor with even the simplest 
dishes. Marakesh is the real deal. 

SAWADEE (5517 MANCHACA, 383-9908): We all know by 
now that Madam Mam’s is by far my favorite Thai, but this 
small spot offers quite good home-style Thai and a very reli- 
able lunch buffet. Sawadee really excels with their salads: The 
laab and the som tam are both excellent. Marylou can make 
any Thai dish as authentic as you like. 

KOREA GARDEN (6519 N. LAMAR, 302-3149): A loyal 
Korean clientele that keeps coming back for the first-rate 
sushi; the extensive sake list; and the authentic, delicious, 
and dependable fare. Service excels, but it sometimes helps if 
you speak the language.

FILM NEWS: TOP STORIES OF 2005

1) FILM INCENTIVES? 

YES! MONEY? NO! 

In 2005, the Texas Legislature came 
to its senses and acknowledged that 
filming incentives offered in Louisiana, 

New Mexico, and elsewhere are sucking 
national film/television productions out of 
the Lone Star State. Our lawmakers 
approved a $20 million incentives package. 
But then they promptly stripped funding for 
it. That sound you hear is film insiders scur- 
rying around behind the scenes trying to 
find a new funding source. Stay tuned. 


6) THREE'S 
CHARMING 
FOR BURNT 
ORANGE 

Burnt Orange Produc- 
tions celebrated the pre- 
miere of The Quiet at the 
Toronto festival, and shot 
two more films: The 

Cassidy Kids from local legends-in-the-making 
Jacob Vaughan and Bryan Poyser, and 

caveman comedy Homo Erectus. Not a bad 
start for the grand experiment from the 
University of Texas. What’s next, and what 
happened to country musical Austin Angel? I’ll 
get back to you on it. 



2) MAKE 'ROOM' FOR HENRY 

The search for the next Robert 
Rodriguez/ Richard Linklater to pump up 
Austin’s homegrown film scene got more 
interesting this past year. The prime con- 
tender? Kyle Henry, whose Room was cho- 
sen for both the Sundance and Cannes film 
festivals. “Slacker probably is why half the 
people came to the graduate film program 
at UT,” he says, because it made true low- 
budget filmmaking seem realistic. And 
Linklater had his hand in Henry’s success 
indirectly through grants from the Texas 
Filmmakers’ Production Fund that helped 
support the film. 

3) TOMMY LEE JONES 
BURIES COMPETITION 

Speaking of Cannes, Tommy Lee Jones 
scored the best actor nod at the festival for 
Texas-shot The Three Burials of Melquiades 
Estrada, which Jones also directed, while 
Guillermo Arriaga’s screenplay took top 
honors. After a showing at the Toronto 
International Film Festival, the film was 
picked up by Sony Pictures Classics and is 
coming soon to a theatre near you. 

4) AUSTIN MAYOR JUMPS 
FOR CANDLER 

Runner-up for shining independent film- 
maker is Kat Candler, who convinced 
Mayor Will Wynn to plunge into Town Lake 
in support of her second feature, jumping 
off bridges. Did I mention that swimming in 
Town Lake is illegal? Did I mention that 
Candler’s smile can talk just about anyone 
into anything? Did I mention I’m looking for- 
ward to the new film almost as much as I 
enjoyed her first, cicadas ? 


7) OPIATE OF THE MASSES 

It began when A&E (and Austin’s Action 
Figure) shot the Lone Star Rollergirls for its 
reality show Rollergirls (which began its 13- 
week run this week). It continued when MTV 
filled the Austin drunk tank with The Real 
World. Now look ahead to pilots for series 
based on the Austin-shot films Friday Night 
Lights and Sin City. 

8) WHAT I NEVER TOLD 
YOU ABOUT MIKE JUDGE 

When he spoke at the Austin Film Festival, 
Mike Judge revealed he’d like to fund his own 
films in the future. He also admitted he much 
prefers writing to directing, and his upcoming 
Austin-shot Idiocracy soured him on the sci-fi 
route. “I’ll never make a movie set in the 
future again,” Judge said. “You can’t just go 
down to Wal-Mart and buy a chair from the 
future.” But he’d love to make the failed televi- 
sion pilot Monsignor Martinez , about a gun-tot- 
ing priest, into a film. “It would need to be 
somebody like Antonio Banderas to play it,” 
Judge said. “Somebody macho.” 

9) GONE BUT NOT FORGOTTEN 

Tom Copeland stepped down in 2005 after 
22 years with the Texas Film Commission, the 
past 10 as director. His parting comments 
were aimed at the working stiffs who make 
the films happen. “The crews here are awe- 
some,” he said. “You tell them they can do 
things and they back it up.” Meanwhile, 
Suzanne Quinn this month ends a five-year 
run as the head of the Austin Film Society’s 
Austin Studios. During her tenure, a few han- 
gars at the old Mueller airport became home 
to 27 features and dozens of other film and 
video projects for an economic impact AFS 
estimates at more than $750 million. 


5) KIDS GET THEIR SHARKY, 
WORMY, BLOODY DUE 

Austin is the capital of films aimed at the 
knee-high set? For your approval: Robert 
(and Racer) Rodriguez’s The Adventures of 
Sharkboy and Lavagirl in 3-D and New Line’s 
How to Eat Fried Worms. And for the creepy 
little kid lurking in the shadows of your soul, 
there’s the cute and not-so-cuddly boy 
Leatherface in The Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre: The Origin. 


10) WHAT'S IN A NAME? 

Don’t expect an Austin-shot film to stick 
with its original title. Dot became The Quiet. 
Judge’s 3001 became Idiocracy. Revolver 
became The Return. Every Word Is True turned 
into Have You Heard?, then transmogrified into 
Infamous. Richard Linklater’s Fast Food Nation 
adaptation was sometimes known as Coyote. 
And the original name I suggested for this col- 
umn was “Freeze Frame.”

Of the voices heard and unheard at the midpoint of the new millennium’s opening decade, 
none tickled the ear like Houston’s major label rap class of 2005: Chamillionaire (The Sound of 
Revenge), Bun B (Trill), Paul Wall (The Peoples Champ), and Mike Jones (Who Is Mike Jones?) Who? 
Mike Jones. Who? Mike Jones. Who? Mike Jones indeed. 

Between Chamillionaire ’s chamilitary verse, the blunt hoarse of Bun B, and Paul Wall’s sonic 
grilling giggles the purple humor of Mike Jones, out clubbing it with Slim Thug. When Thugga 
boasts “Like a Boss,” his Southern slur struts up “like a bouse.” That bouse will stick to your pan 
like a scratched CD until you can’t help but hear the genre’s inherent reliance on blues repetition 
and indeed the whole of Southern musical evolution. Kanye West (Late Registration) achieved 
similar results nationally with Jamie Foxx reprising his Oscar-winning impression of Georgia son 
Ray Charles for “Gold Digger.” Two tracks later, West’s “Crack Music” burns right to the black 
heart of hip-hop’s continued mainstream dominance. 

“Sometimes I feel the music is the only medicine, so we cook it, cut it, measure it, bag it, sell it. 

The fiends cop it. ... Put the CD on your tongue, yeah, that’s pure, man.” 

Cindy Sheehan’s media tent in Crawford, Texas, was another stronghold for the musically liter- 
ate below the Mason-Dixon Line. With a little help from his friend Steve Earle, Austin’s James 
McMurtry (Childish Things) reiterated what Kanye West said on TV about Bush: “We Can’t Make 
It Here.” Fortunately, a few veteran tune smiths still squeak out a living here, deep in the heart 
of Texas: Eliza Gilkyson (Paradise Hotel), Ray Wylie Hubbard (Delirium Tremolos), Billy Joe Shaver 
(The Real Deal). Contrast that against ATX’s new guard: Spoon’s Britt Daniel (Gimme Fiction), 
Okkervil River’s Will Sheff (Black Sheep Boy), and the grandaddy of indie songwriters, Smog’s Bill 
Callahan (A River Ain’t Too Much to Love). Get that River running through Willie Nelson. 

The new breed of songwriter has arrived, from the Cat Stevens’ hippie folk of Devendra 
Banhart (Cripple Crow) and WPA pop of Sufjan Stevens (Illinois) to the haunted southern rock 
of My Morning Jacket (Z) and Kings of Leon (Aha Shake Heartbreak). Another fresh crop is right 
behind: Great Lake Swimmers ( Bodies and Minds), Cass McCombs (Prefection) , and Jens Lekman 
(Oh You’re So Silent Jens). On Red River, bands team with songs delivered in the key of pissed off: 
America Is Waiting (In the Lines). There, as everywhere in Austin, 2005, we give thanks for the 
resurrection of one Roger Kynard Erickson, original purveyor of another era’s “Crack Music.” 

“Give us these days, and take our daily bread. . . . And what we gave back was crack music. And now 
we ooze it, through they nooks and crannies, so our mammas ain’t got to be they cooks and nannies. And 
we gonna repo everything they ever took from granny. Now the former slaves trade hooks for Grammies. 
This dark diction has become America’s addiction. Those who ain’t even black use it. We gonna keep 
baggin’ up this here crack music.” - Kanye West, “Crack Music”

day trips

The year 2005 was a year that saw more than its share of 
natural and man-made disasters, but the news for Texas day 
trippers wasn’t entirely bad. First, the bad news: 

1) Hurricanes Katrina and Rita devastated the Gulf Coast 
from Beaumont, Texas, to Mobile, Ala., leaving thousands home- 
less and closing a vibrant playground to the rest of us. The good 
news is that the resilient inhabitants moved quickly to rebuild, 
and many of the crawfish bars are back in business. Finding a 
hotel room south of 1-10 is still difficult, but investing some of 
your tourist money in the area can be a win-win experience. 

2) The Texas Parks and Wildlife Department hemorrhaged 
bad news after the Legislature reduced the funds to maintain 
our sagging state parks system for the fifth year in a row by an 
additional 5%. The parks were forced to cut back on services, 
hours, and staff. Of the 120 properties held by the state for the 
public, almost 50 were impacted in a major way. Many of the 
parks had their days of operation reduced to four days a week. 

Balancing the state budget on the backs of natural areas 
and park users is shortsighted. Rather than investing in the 
state’s future during good economic periods, the Legislature 
has chosen to dig our natural resources into a deeper hole of 
neglect in the name of short-term tax cuts. The results could 
be disastrous for our children and grandchildren. 

3) The ride is over at AstroWorld. The theme park across the 
freeway from the Astrodome was getting a little long in the tooth, 
but skyrocketing real estate values ultimately locked the gates. 

Opened in 1968, the park was intended to complement pro- 
fessional sports’ first domed stadium. The park has been oper- 
ated for the last 30 years by Oklahoma City-based Six Flags. 

And now some good news: 

4) Texas was one of a number of states that lifted the long- 
time ban on out-of-state shipments of wine to residents’ 
homes. A Supreme Court ruling in May struck down laws in 
two states barring out-of-state wineries shipping directly to con- 
sumers, paving the way for the new legislation. This change 
will be good for consumers without hurting local wineries. 

5) Larry McMurtry wrote a new ending to his used book 
store in Archer City. Maybe it was partially due to the success of 
his latest movie script, but the author of The Last Picture Show 
said that the economic fortunes of the town’s main business 
have improved enough to keep the store open - at least for now. 

6) Public outcry persuaded the Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Department commissioners to reject a plan for selling 46,000

acres of Big Bend Ranch State Park. Part of the land’s value 
is its low usage. Operating our state parks system by selling 
off parcels is as shortsighted as the lack of adequate funding. 

7) After waiting 12 years Texans can finally visit Government 
Canyon State Natural Area. The 8,622-acre natural area 16 
miles from downtown San Antonio offers hiking, biking, and other 
activities, albeit on a reduced schedule of four days a week. 

8) Quietly working behind the scenes, the Nature Conservancy 
expanded protection of Devils River, the state’s most unspoiled 
river, to 150,000 acres. With the sale of 88,000 acres surround- 
ing the river’s headwaters to a conservation buyer, a large section 
of the 60-mile river in West Texas will have limited development. 

9) In Arkansas’ Cache River National Wildlife Refuge, 
three outdoorsmen spotted the ivory-billed woodpecker, which 
had been considered extinct since the 1940s. In Monahans 
Sandhills State Park in West Texas, a graduate student identi- 
fied a new species of stag beetle. At Bentsen-Rio Grande 
Valley State Park, volunteers spotted four species of butterflies 
that had never been recorded in the U.S. 

10) Hill Country Sun of Wimberley has new owners. After 
nearly 16 years of putting together one of the best travel publi- 
cations in the state, Madonna and Allan Kimball sold the wide- 
ly distributed newspaper to Julie and Ralph Harrington, former- 
ly of the Houston Chronicle.

Nine Lives 

D: Rodrigo Garcia; with Kathy Baker, ; Amy Brenneman, Glenn Close , 
Stephen Dillane, Dakota Fanning ; William Fichtner, Lisa Gay Hamilton , 
Holly Hunter ; Jason Isaacs , Joe Mantegna , Ian McShane, Molly Parker, 
Mary Kay Place , Aidan Quinn, Amanda Seyfried, Sissy Spacek, Robin 
Wright Penn.

A woman goes shopping for groceries, and her world is 
upended. Although writer/director Garcia sets some of the 
scenes in his omnibus film in more classically dramatic 
places - a graveyard, a funeral home, a hospital room 
- Nine Lives’ most heartrending piece takes place in the 
neon-toned impersonality of the supermarket aisle. Garcia 
has made his name - in addition to being the son of liv- 
ing legend Gabriel Garcia Marquez - as a women’s director, 
dedicated to exploring what it means to be 
a wife, a mother, a daughter. His previous 
films include Ten Tiny Love Stories and Things 
You Can Tell Just by Looking at Her; Nine 
Lives shares with those films its approach, 
as well as an impressive female ensemble. 
Nine Lives is composed of nine occasionally 
interlocking vignettes, starring a dozen or so 
terrific, mostly character actresses like Baker 
and Brenneman. Plot, if it may be called that, 
is confined to each vignette, and that is Nine 
Lives’ only frustration: Certain characters 
and their particular pains become so engrossing in their 10- 
minute bits that it’s sad to see them go. (Occasionally, we 
do see them again; the interweaving never feels contrived, 
although Garcia might have mined greater tension and rev- 
elation from the crisscrossing.) Penn, whose performance 
has been nominated for an Independent Spirit Award, is 
the standout as Diana, the woman shopping for groceries. 
There, she runs into an old lover, Damian (Isaacs), and it’s 
a remarkable trajectory, watching Diana slide from banality 
into confession. The dialogue is spot-on, but it’s the body 
language that really sells the thing - Diana’s mute stalking 
of the aisles with a slowly mounting hysteria, her subtle 




blocking of Damian’s first stab at connection, and finally, her 
body’s gentle pulling in to Damian’s irresistible magnetism. 
The scene - as with the other eight - is shot in one long 
take (by cinematographer Xavier Perez Grobet, who lensed 
the magnificent Before Night Falls); the effect creates not 
exactly claustrophobia, but rather a deeper, sometimes 
uneasy intimacy with each character. I can’t overstate what 
a small marvel that is: to burrow in for a brief 10 minutes 
and really get to know a character. Some of them, of course, 
are more interesting than others, and the final setpiece, 


curiously, is the least interesting of the bunch (even odder 
considering it’s anchored by two grande dames, Close and 
the eerily adult child actress Fanning). One wishes perhaps 
for a more thumping conclusion, but what we have instead 
is something perfectly in the spirit of the piece, reaffirm- 
ing that life, big and little, happens in 10-minute chunks. 
Sometimes in that 10 minutes, your world is upended; more 
often, and maybe more awful, it doesn’t change at all.

BLOODRAYNE 

D: Uwe Boll; with Kristanna token, Michelle

The controversial film director Uwe Boll 
has delivered another in his dubious string 
of video-game-to-movie adaptations (see 
House of the Dead and Alone in the Dark 
for further reference if you must). Boll has 
earned his reputation as a modern-day Ed 
Wood with his inept but driven filmmaking, 
although the comparisons end there as 
Boll’s abilities as a producer and fundraiser 
far exceed the quality of his finished prod- 
uct. The reigning theory regarding this has 
to do with the German tax system, which 
reportedly allows full deductions for film 
investment losses - making Uwe Boll films 
blue-chip investments. Mismatched shots, 
incoherent action, bargain-basement sets 
and costumes, unfocused performances: 

All are consistent hallmarks of this German 
auteur. BloodRayne, the story of the titular 
half-human/half-vampire woman who’s bent 
on revenge against the vampire king who 
defiled her mother, is no different. However, 
BloodRayne does stand out for its collec- 


tion of acting “names” who appear in this 
historical fantasy (most startlingly, Ben 
Kingsley), and a script by Guinevere Turner 
(the actress/writer who’s more commonly 
associated with the films Go Fish, American 
Psycho, the upcoming Notorious Bettie Page, 
and the TV show The L Word, than with 
video-game makeovers). Amazingly, I saw 
BloodRayne at its world premiere this fall 
at the Austin Film Festival - the one that 
focuses on honoring screenwriters. Turner 
was nowhere in sight, although Boll and his 
frequently cast actor Will Sanderson were. 
As the vengeance-driven Rayne, Loken has 
the look of a warrior princess down cold, 
although her acting prowess lacks ... shall 
we say, direction? After breaking away from 
the circus she falls in with the Brimstone 
Society (Madsen, Rodriguez, and Davis are 
the leaders), who are determined to kill the 
vampire king Kagan (Kingsley). Showing up 
for odd cameos along the way are Chaplin, 
Zane, and Meat Loaf. Maybe everyone 
involved was hoping that no one would see 
this movie, but Madsen is the only one who 
should fear anyone seeing his work. The 
Tarantino regular here appears bloated, 
hungover, and barely there. Not to start 
false rumors, but his handlers ought to 
check whether Madsen was even “of sound 
mind” when he signed on the dotted line. 
Never has an actor looked this dissipated 
on film. I’m not sure what Boll sees when 
he looks through the director’s lens while 


filming each of his pictures, but I’m certain 
it’s something different than what the rest 
of us see. BloodRayne poses no threat to 
his reputation. - Marjorie Baumgarten

BREAKFAST ON PLUTO 

D: Neil Jordan; with Cillian Murphy, Liam Neeson, 
Ruth Negga , Laurence Kinlan, Stephen Rea, 
Brendan Gleeson , Conor McEvoy, Gavin Friday, Ian 
Hart, Bryan Ferry. (R, 135 min.) 

It’s 14 years on since the events 
depicted in Neil Jordan’s hit film The Crying 
Game took place, and times have changed. 
Something akin to Northern Ireland’s IRA- 
inflected “Troubles,” for one, seems to 
have spread and spiraled westward, Boy 
George is facing 40 years for (more) narcot- 
ics possession, and the girl who is actu- 
ally a boy in Jordan’s new film is relatively 
unsympathetic to the political timbre of the 
day and gets to hobnob with Roxy Music’s 
Bryan Ferry instead of Forest Whitaker. But 
then, as the saying so accurately puts it, 
the more things change, the more they stay 
the same. Breakfast on Pluto could well 
be The Crying Game’s feel-good stepsister, 
a slice of Ye Olde Eire Sod’s history - the 
Seventies, mainly - as viewed through the 
Alice in Wonderland funhouse-mirrored life 
of swinging transvestite Patrick “Kitten” 


Braden, who wanders through and into the 
pop-and-politics culture of the day accompa- 
nied by a breezy rock & roll soundtrack as 
earnest and breathy as her own coquettish 
narration. Adapted from Patrick McCabe’s 
novel by Jordan and the author, Pluto’s not 
inconsiderable charms rest entirely on the 
slender shoulders of its young star, whose 
aquiline profile and piercing eyes have lately 
been put to more traditional use rattling 
moviegoers in the thrillers Batman Begins 
(where he played the madhouse freak show 
called the Scarecrow) and Wes Craven’s 
Red Eye ( as a ice-and-tonic-blooded psy- 
chopath with an agenda). Here, however, 
Murphy goes to great lengths to appear as 
just one of the boys (by appearing, oddly, 
as just one of the girls), and he succeeds 
quite well. Abandoned by his “Phantom 
Lady” mother at birth, Kitten grows up and 
longs to seek out this mystery woman, if 
only to assuage his unshakable belief that 
she was the not-so-prim doppelganger of 
Mitzi Gaynor. His presumed birth father, a 
local (and randy) priest played by Neeson, is 
no help here, and once of legal age Patrick 
heads out to explore the wider world, where 
he falls in with and then in love with a scat- 
tering of IRA sympathizers, including Friday’s 
mullet-bedecked glam rocker Billy Hatchet 
(who tours the UK with his bizarrely Native- 
American-influenced band the Mohawks). 
Rea shows up as well, as a two-bit magi- 
cian who hires Kitten as his shill and assis-

tant, and just to make things very strange 
indeed, Ferry has a genuinely disturbing 
cameo as a vicious-minded john. As with 
most Jordan films, there’s more than this 
going on at any given moment, and Kitten 
is unmistakably a unique kind of Everyman/ 
woman lens through which to view history’s 
unfolding panoply. That she doesn’t end up 
commenting all that much on events is a 
little irritating; after her implication in the 
IRA’s bombing of a local disco, you’d like 
her to offer an opinion one way or the other 
on the use of terror to achieve political 
and social goals, but all we get are broad 
swathes of her fey, double-entendre-loaded 
personal musings and a serious beating 
from the coppers. Nevertheless, Breakfast 
on Pluto is a charming, winsome slice of 
Seventies pop kitsch reconceived as a kind 
of knight-errant quest for that holiest of all 
grails, dear old mom. - Marc Savlov

CASANOVA 

D: Lasse Hallstrom ; with Heath Ledger, Sienna 
Miller, Jeremy Irons, Oliver Platt, Lena Olin, Omid 
Djalili. (R, 108 min.) 

Hallstrom’s latest is fine but unambi- 
tious, content with what it is - an arthouse 
trifle for the masses, with tricorner hats, 
corsets, and powdered wigs, a charming 
re-creation of 1750s Venice, musings on 
horseback about true and false love, a 
semihistorical basis, and ever so many 
ostensibly delightful romantic misapprehen- 
sions. Its characters do not have elaborate- 
ly developed inner lives: They are the Prissy 
One (Natalie Dormer); the Lovelorn Guy 
Who Sits in the Window (Charlie Cox, who 
is evidently a popular beefcake in the UK); 
the Fat Dude from Genoa who sells lard, of 
course (poor Platt); the Hot Widow (Olin); 
the Righteous Chick (Miller). And then 
there’s the real guy, Casanova (Ledger). 

And the seething Bishop Pucci (Irons), who 
wants Casanova executed for fornication 
and heresy or something. There you go. 

Mix and match and you’ll probably arrive at 
a close approximation of the story, which 
is one of those complex but boring parlor 
farce thingies. Aspects of the production 
are awfully PBS, and Hallstrom’s direction is 
as sunny and bland as K-TEL. But he’s still 
wonderful with his actors, and the ensem- 
ble cast is excellent, although Miller seems 
perilously unproven in this company. Ledger 
(Brokeback Mountain) inhabits the role of 
history’s famed horndog with ease and 
obvious delight. Lie’s the kind of damnable

bastard women like because something 
indescribable in our brains, else our loins, 
makes us like him even though he is clearly 
a Very Bad Idea - smug, lying with a smile, 
has lots of aliases. Best is Ledger’s inter- 
play with his valet, played by British-lranian 
comic Omid Djalili, who is a lovely, Fellini- 
esque foil. (They are the real couple in the 
film.) His name isn’t on the poster, but 
Djalili far outshines big-ticket Irons, who’s 
so cartoonishly evil that the movie actu- 
ally appears to be bilking the Inquisition 
for brainless laughs. (Mel Brooks, on the 
other hand, isn’t brainless.) I’m confident 
that I won’t see two actors work together 
onscreen this beautifully for the rest of 
the year, and certainly not in a comedy. 

The standout star is Platt, who takes his 
schlemiel fat-guy role and becomes a grand, 
ursine figure who believably slaps down the 
Pope Squad effortlessly in fight scenes; 
he’s ruthlessly ribbed for his weight as if

PULSE

The ghost has literally gotten into the 
machine in this Japanese horror film that 
works primarily with dread and inexplicable 
phenomena rather than blood and guts. 
Made in 2001 and purchased by Miramax 
for the rights to an American remake (which 
is in the works and being directed by Wes 
Craven), Pulse was reacquired for theatrical 
release by Magnolia Pictures. A lot has hap- 
pened during the four years in which Pulse 
was shelved: What’s now known as J-horror 
(Japanese horror films) has revitalized the 
genre and led to a flurry of American remakes 
and takeoffs {The Ring movies, The Grudge, 
and Dark Water come instantly to mind). 
These films - with their cautionary tales 
about the encroachment of technology and 
the passivity of their protagonists - contrast 


sharply with the more visceral American 
gorefests that have become de rigueur. 
Arriving in American theatres after the last 
few years’ onslaught of the J-horror-inspired 
American films, Pulse is liable to look dated 
and cliched. But for anyone interested in 
this genre of films, Pulse is the ur-work, the 
original that makes most of the other films 
look like wan imitators. Nevertheless, it’s 
difficult to say precisely what is going on in 
Pulse. The story is set in modern Tokyo, 
although it bears little social resemblance 
to that crowded city. Individuals are strange- 
ly isolated from one another, despite com- 
ing into contact. Two storylines emerge. The 
first follows several friends who work 
together at Sunny Plant Sales, and become 
concerned about one of their co-workers 
who has an important computer disk and 
doesn’t answer his phone. When one of the 
women goes over to check on him, he 
enters another room in his apartment and

hangs himself. The body then evaporates 
into the wall, leaving behind a large, nasty 
smudge. The other storyline involved a com- 
puter Luddite who hooks his computer up 
to the Internet for the first time and instant- 
ly receives the message “Would you like to 
meet a ghost?” More weird images start 
appearing through his computer. A few theo- 
ries are idly suggested along the way: 

Maybe the universe has a finite amount of 
space for dead people, and the souls have 
to ooze into the realm of the living for 
space. One woman frets that death will be 
as lonely to endure as life. The film’s ideas 
are provocative, yet vague and unfully 
formed. It’s much like Pulse itself, which is 
a bit too long, despite several great 
sequences. Kiyoshi Kurosawa (no relation 
to the great Akira) films most of the movie 
in mid- to long-shot, emphasizing the ano- 
mie yet allowing little real character to 
emerge. His ghosts are magnificent though, 
and their plaintive cries of “Help” are truly 
haunting. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Capote is a good film, but it hasn’t closed the 
book on the subject, not by a long shot. First-time 
screenwriter Dan Futterman has narrowed his focus 
to the years surrounding Capote’s work on the 
seminal In Cold Blood. The film provides an absorb- 
ing, if limited, look at the writing life: its physical 
and mental demands and its moral ambiguities. 
Director Miller (The Cruise) has created a film that 
is confident, mature, and measured, but I wonder 
if it isn’t too controlled. The beats are all there; 
Capote’s trajectory begins with a reporter’s initial 
impartiality, slides into complicity, takes a hard- 
right turn into ruthlessness, and ends, finally, near 
catatonia as the killers’ execution date looms.

MEMOIRS OF A GEISHA

Well, we’re not in Chicago anymore, but that 
hasn’t stopped Oscar-nominated director Marshall 
from fashioning another epic spectacle out of two 
squabbling women in (a sort-of) show business. 
Based on the literary bestseller by Arthur Golden, 
Memoirs of a Geisha charts the impressive rise of a 
fishing-village indigent who, sold into servitude, even- 
tually conquers her chief rival and all of Kyoto as 
its most powerful geisha, Sayuri (Zhang). The script 
unpacks a lot of practical information about the gei- 
sha lifestyle in a relatively gainly fashion (although 
the voiceover narration proves largely unnecessary 
and, on occasion, fairly damaging). Sayuri’s circum- 
stance and surroundings are historically fascinating 
things; her character, not so much. Zhang may just 
be too much of a firecracker to really sell the milque- 
toast Sayuri. Far more fun is Asian superstar Gong Li 
as Sayuri’s main competition. The film’s other chief 
pleasure - the spectacular set and costume design 
- exits with the pesky arrival of World War II into the 
plot.

He’s one of Spielberg’s most complex characters 
to date. There are obvious parallels to current

While the 
class and gender stratifications in Austen’s world 
may be uncomfortably retro for a contemporary audi- 
ence, the film makes good use of them in contrast 
to the more egalitarian interactions between Lizzie 
and Darcy.

Q. I just got the news that my newborn nephew 
has something called Noonan Syndrome. How will 
this affect the child, and is there anything that can 
be done nutritionally to help? 

A. Noonan Syndrome is a genetic disease, 
involving a mutation that affects the way 
in which body cells communicate with one 
another. Unlike most mutations, which result 
in a reduction or loss of some cell function, 
this mutation actually increases the signals 
for cell growth. As a result, many children 
with Noonan Syndrome have a thickened 
heart muscle or other heart problems of vari- 
ous sorts, and for their entire lives need to 
be closely monitored by a cardiologist. A 
common and more noticeable problem is a 
skeletal defect of the chest called “pectus exca- 
vatum,” or a sunken chest. Noonan Syndrome 
is associated with quite a lot of developmental 
problems, some of them likely to affect IQ and 
performance, but in spite of these difficulties 
a majority of children with Noonan Syndrome 
grow up to lead relatively normal adult lives. 

Most of the challenges faced by children 
with Noonan Syndrome are not connected 
to nutrition, but one problem is, with the 
fancy name of “protein-losing enteropathy.” 
Ordinarily the intestinal tract is in the busi- 
ness of absorbing nutrients. With protein-los- 
ing enteropathy these children lose vital body 
fluids containing protein and other nutrients 
because too much lymph drains into the intes- 
tinal tract. Although the intestinal tract is able 
to reabsorb some of these valuable proteins, 
the body is forced to take protein from other 
parts of the body, like muscle, to replace what 
is lost. The loss of protein and other nutrients 
is very detrimental to a growing child, but less 
so as the child grows past adolescence and 
nutrient requirements diminish. 

Although there is no research to support 
it, the use of food supplements that aid in 
absorption of nutrients, such as folic acid, 
makes sense in this situation. Folic acid sup- 
plements increase the surface area of the gut 
and thereby its ability to take up nutrients. A 
pancreatin supplement, which might aid in the 
breakdown of protein to prepare it for easier 
absorption, is also worth a try when the child 
becomes old enough to easily swallow pills. 

An unusual oil known as MCT (medium 
chain triglycerides) has been used in Noonan 
Syndrome, along with an otherwise low-fat diet. 
Although it does not correct the underlying 
defect, MCT oil does not require digestion and 
is easier to absorb than the other forms of fat in 
the diet, and so it appears to assist growth. 

A ray of hope for those who suffer with 
Noonan Syndrome can be found in the writ- 
ings of Roger J. Williams, who proposed many 
years ago that just because a mutation exists in 
a particular individual, this does not necessar- 
ily mean that it is expressed. A number of envi- 
ronmental factors, including extra amounts of 
certain nutrients, may work together to allow 
normal functioning in spite of the mutation. 
The nutrients needed would likely be different 
for each individual child, and a certified clini- 
cal nutritionist could help to identify those that 
are potentially beneficial with the sophisticated 
testing now available.

CHECKING YOUR CREDIT HISTORY 

Is it important to check my credit history? How can I 
get an accurate report of my credit history? 

Yes. Regularly checking your credit history is an 
important step in combating identity theft. Identity 
theft generally occurs when someone uses your per- 
sonal information to commit fraud (such as opening 
credit cards in your name), and it can lead to inaccura- 
cies in your credit rating. This inaccurate information 
can affect your ability to get credit, especially loans 
for major purchases like a house or a car. You want to 
routinely check your credit report to ensure the infor- 
mation contained in it is accurate and up-to-date. 

There are many providers on the Internet from whom 
you can purchase your credit report for a nominal fee. In 
addition, the Fair Credit Reporting Act requires nation- 
wide consumer reporting companies to provide you 
with a free copy of your credit report every 12 months 
upon request. You can get your free credit report at 
www.annualcreditreport.com or by calling 877/322-8228. 

Under the FCRA, both the consumer reporting 
company and the information provider (the person or 
organization that provides information about you to a 
consumer reporting company) are responsible for cor- 
recting inaccurate or incomplete information contained 
in your credit report. Should you find inaccuracies in 
your credit report, you need to contact the consumer 
reporting company and the information provider, in 
writing, and dispute the information you think is inac- 
curate. Consumer reporting companies generally then 
must investigate the items in question and forward all 
the relevant data you provide about the inaccuracy to 
the person or organization that provided the informa- 
tion. After the information provider receives notice of 
the dispute from the consumer reporting company, it 
generally must investigate and report the results back 
to the consumer reporting company. If the information 
provider finds the disputed information is inaccurate, it 
must notify the nationwide consumer reporting compa- 
nies so they can correct the information in your credit 
file. When the investigation is complete, the consumer 
reporting company should give you the written results of 
the investigation and a free copy of your credit report if 
the dispute results in any changes to your credit history.

DID OIL CHANGE FEATURE 
SLICK MANEUVER? 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I am writing you at my dad’s request. 
Recently, my boyfriend offered to change the 
oil in my car for me. I have a 1992 Olds 
’88 in very good condition (180,000 miles). 
Up until now, my dad has maintained it. 
My boyfriend charged me $45 for parts and 
no thing for the work. He said most of the cost 
was to refill the fluid levels in the headlights. 
When I informed my dad of this, he called me 
an idiot and told me not to see this boy ever 
again. When I asked why, he said to write to 
you guys. I don’t understand. My boyfriend 
said he used the “halogen” type fluid, which is 
supposed to be better than the standard type. 
What did I do wrong? - Melissa 

TOM: Gee, I don’t know, Melissa. My 
brother tops off my headlight fluid all the 
time, and he usually charges me more 
than that. 

RAY: Actually, there are two possibili- 
ties here, Melissa. One is that you mis- 
understood what your boyfriend said. 
Perhaps instead of saying he replaced 
the “fluid levels in the headlights,” he 
actually said he took care of the “fluid 
levels and the headlights.” That would be 
perfectly reasonable. 

TOM: Yeah. You can get halogen bulbs 
for that car; they cost about $50 for a pair. 
Add that to the oil and filter, and your 
boyfriend’s actually losing money on the 
deal. Or getting you very good prices. 

RAY: The other possibility is that he’s a 
criminal, and you should dump him and 
never speak to him again. Headlights don’t 
require any fluid. And if he’s willing to lie 
to you for $45, imagine what he’ll do if he 
ever gets within sniffing distance of your 
bank account. 

TOM: So, ask him again what he did 
to your car. Tell him you’re not sure you 
heard it correctly. If he says “fluids and 
headlights,” give him a big kiss and thank 
him for being such a good boyfriend. 

RAY: If he says “fluid in the headlights,” 
or tries to get another $45 out of you to 
put red fluid in the taillights, dump some 
itching powder in his undershorts and 
don’t look back, Melissa.
